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HANNA FAVORS THE WEST 





NEW-YORK WILL NOT HAVE REPUB- 
LICAN HEADQUARTERS. 


The Chairman Wants to Direct the 
Campaign from Cleveland, but 
May Defer to the Wishes of the 
Executive Committee and Go to 
Chicago—Henry C. Payne Predicts 
a Hard Fight—The East Must 
Care for Itself. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, July 14.—There is little 
Hloubt that the Republican National head- 
Quarters this year will be in the West— 
either at Chicago or Cleveland. 

‘ Henry C. Payne of Wisconsin is the first 
member of the Executive Committee of the 


Republican National Committee to reach 
Cleveland to attend the meeting called for 
to-morrow. He came from Chicago iast 
night. 

Mr. Payne, to a reporter, said he was 
deeply impressed with the seriousness of 
the situation. ‘I am satisfied,” he con- 
tinued, “‘that Wisconsin will be all right, 
and believe that Illinois will cast its Elec- 
toral vote for McKinley. It is going to be 
a hard fight, however, and the wisest and 
best generalship must be used in conduct- 
ing the campaign. The Western States 
will be the seat of contest, and for that 
reason I favor the location of campaign 
headquarters at Chicago. It is folly to have 
the commander in chief fifteen hundred 
miles away from the scene of conflict.’ 

The location cf headquarters, it is con- 
ceded, rests largely with Mr. Hanna. He 
is quoted as saying that if there should 
be a change from New-York his preference 
is for Cleveland. Mr. Payne and the other 
Western members—Clayton of Arkansas, 
Dawes of illinois, Durbin of Indiana, and 
Leland of Kansas, if united, could settle 
the matter in favor of Chicago, but it is not 
clear that they would oppose Mr. Hanna’s 
wishes to that degree. 

Present indications point to Cleveland as 
headquarters. Mr. Payne is emphatic 
against New-York. “If we can’t carry the 
Eastern States on this issue,” he says, “‘ we 
can’t carry anything.” 

Mr. Hanna said to a reporter to-day that 
there was nothing to add to the statement 
made yesterday afternoon. The Executive 
Committee would be in session, he thought, 
two days. He did not see how it could pos- 
sibly get through its work in less time. 

“I cannot tell,” he said, *‘ who will be the 
ninth member of the committee. I don’t 
know yet myself. The committee will 
simply discuss details and methods of car- 
rying on the campaign. We recognize that 
it is to be a battle royal, and naturally 
want to make no mistakes. What the com- 


mittee will determine to do, of course, I 
cannot say.’’ 

Should the Executive Committee remain 
in session over Thursday Major McKinley 
will come up from Canton and see the 
members. He would come to-morrow, but 
the proposed visit of the women of North- 
eastern Ohio interferes. 

Major J. A. Dick, Mr. Hanna’s right- 
hand man, said in regard to the ninth 
member of the committee that the ap- 
peteiment word probably go to «‘ornelius 

. Bliss of New-York. He said he did not 
think the committes would favor“ap t- 
ing Thurston a member just because Bryan 
was from Nebraska. 

Senator M- S. Quay said: “ Fight? Yes, 
I suppose we shall have a fight. You know 
the people every once in,a while since the 
world began have been deluded by false 
prophets. I have too much confidence in 
the American people to suppose that they 
will be misled by the crank platform and 
crank prophets, but we shall make the 
usual political contest. There is no doubt 
of McKinley’s election.”’ 





McKINLEY HAS MANY CALLERS. 


Is Informed that He Will Carry New- 
York State. 


CanTON, Ohio, July 14.—Major McKinley 
had not finished breakfast this morning be- 
fore callers began to arrive. When he 
came out on the veranda to smoke his 
morning cigar all of the chairs were occu- 
pied and a fringe of men were sitting 
around on the edge of the porch and sev- 
eral were on the steps leading up to it. 

Congressman Rowland B. Mahany of Buf- 
falo was among the early visitors. He 
talked for an hour with the Major, and re- 
hearsed his article in one of the leading 
reviews on the money question. Major Mc- 
Kinley complimented the article highly. 
Mr. Mahany was accompanied by Col. Shep- 
ard of Albany, who was in the consular 
service under the last Republican Admin- 
istration and for eight years before that 
time. Both assured Major McKinley that 
New-York would give him a majority with- 
out precedent in the history of Empire State 
politics. William C. Shires of New-York 
City, who called a few moments later, con- 
firmed this opinion. 

A good many persons who were present 
at the Chicago Convention have been in 
Canton since Saturday, but the first man 
who was a delegate came this afternoon. 
He is E. T. Cooper of Delaware, and he 
says he is going to vote for McKinley and 
sound "money. 

“The convention lost its head and wags 
_ in a responsible condition,” said Mr. 

ooper, ““ when it adopted the platform. I 
have been through the West some, and find 
the free-silver sentiment strong there, but 
I believe it has reached its highest point of 
development, and that from this time on it 
will decline in power and effectiveness.” 





CAPT. SMITH OUT FOR McKINLEY. 


Will Lead Democrats This Year in a 
Sound-Money Parade. 


Capt. William B. Smith is a well-known 
member of the Consolidated Stock and Pe- 
troleum Exchange. He has always been a 
Democrat, and, beginning in 1884, he has, in 
each Presidential campaign, acted as the 
Grand Marshal of the Democratic Business 
Men’s Campaign Club of that Exchange. 
This year he 4s out for McKinley, and he 


says that he will endeavor to organize his 
Democratic fellow-members, who are op- 
osed to the Chicago platform and ticket, 
nto a sound-money McKinley club. 

Capt. Smith hopes to have a company of 
Democrats ready to join in the proposed 
parade of sound-money business men in this 
city on Oct. 31. He said yesterday that he 
expected to enroll at least 300 Democratic 
members of the Exchange under the Mc- 
Kinley banner. . 

Capt. William F. Daniels will act as 
Marshal of the straight-out Republicans in 
the Consolidated Exchange. 





Withdrawing the Gold Coin, 


The business of procuring gold coin in small 
amounts for individuals and institutions that pre- 
sumably intend to hoard the precious metal jis 
growing quite rapidly in Wall Street. The bul- 
lion dealers are making constant drafts on the 
Sub-Treasury, and some of them, it is said, are 


charging customers a commission of one-quarter 
of 1 per cent. The commission for the service 
of getting gold in $1,000 to $10,000 lots was one- 
eighth of 1 per cent. last week. The American 
Exchange National Bank withdrew $90,000 in 
gold from the Sub-Treasury yesterday for ship- 
ment to Canada.

John Scully’s Brain Affected—Miss 
Kane Badly Bruised, 


Trolley Car No. 2,389 of the Bergen Street 
(Brooklyn) Ine was on its way to South 
Ferry yesterday afternoon when, at the 
corner of Bergen Street and Carlton Ave- 
nue, it ran into a coach driven by John 
Scully of Classon and Fulton Avenues. 

It overturned the coach and Scully was 
thrown to the street, reciving badly, lac- 
ant a scalp wounds and concussion of the 

rain. 

Miss Mamie Kane of 876 Dean Street, 
who was riding in the coach, was so badly 
bruised that she had to have her injuries 
dressed by an ambulance surgeon. Both 
were sent to their homes. The coach be- 
longed at Washburn’s livery stables, at 
Berford Avenue and Hancock Street. 





TWO KILLED AT LONG BRANCH. 


Plunging Horses Throw Men in Front 
of a Moving Car. 


Lone BrRancH, N. J., July 14.—Arthur E. 
Chandler, Track Superintedent of the At- 
lantic Coast Electric Railway, and James 
Sweeny, a laborer, were insantly killed by 
a trolley car this afternoon. 

Chandler and Sweeny were engaged in 
loading ties from along the tracks into a 
wagon, to which was attached a spirited 
team of horses. When the car and trailer, 
in charge of Motorman George Bennett and 
Conductor Thompson came along, the horses 
began to plunge. Chandler grabbed at their 
heads to hold them, and was aided by 
Sweeny. When the car was less than ten 
feet away the horses made a plunge which 


threw the men on the track, and the car 
passed over their heads, killing them in- 
Stantly. 

Chandler had been a prominent railroad 
man for nearly forty years. He was sixty- 
three years of age, and unmarried. Sweeny, 
who had only worked on the road one day, 
was twenty-eight years old, married, and 
leaves eight children. 

Passengers on the car claim the accident 
Was the motorman’s fault, as he saw the 
wagon at least 300 hundred yards before 
he reached it. The motorman and con- 
ductor were arrested. 


Got His Foot Under the Wheels. 


“Gus” Miller, five years old, of 123 Suy- 
dam Street, Brooklyn, was crossing Myrtle 
Avenue at Evergreen Avenue last evening 
when he ran.against Trolley Car No. 1,847 


of the Myrtle Avenue line. The rear wheels 
passed over his foot, crushing it. He was 
taken to St. Mary’s Hospital. “George Dahr, 
the motorman, was arrested.

Mrs. Olivet Beard of 97 Clinton Avenue, 
Brooklyn stepped off Trolley Car No. 3,106 
of the Fulton Street line, opposite 1,111 Ful- 
ton Street, at 6 o’clock last evening, while 


the car was in motion, and, falling, re- 
ceived a fractured arm and contusions of 
the back. She was taken to the Homeo-

Valion, Arrested in Bed, Saves Trouble 
at Police Headquarters, 


Maurice Vallon, twenty-seven years old, 
who has a real estate and insurance office 
at 3S Cortlandt Street and had a furnished 
room at 45 Seventh Avenue, was recently 
indicted for alleged swindling of the Metro- 
politan and United States Casualty Com- 
pany, Nassau and Liberty Streets. 

Detective Sergeant Cuff of the District 
Attorney’s office, with a warrant of arrest, 
made several visits at various hours of the 
day and night at the Seventh Avenue house, 
but each time was told Vallon was not at 
home. 

Cuff told the hallboy at 6 o’clock yester- 
day morning he wanted to give some insur- 
ance papers to Vallon. The boy led him 
to the room, and there the detective found 
his man in bed and arrested him. 

Valion was taken to Police Headquarters 
and was about to be photographed for the 
Rogues’ Gallery, when the prisoner de- 
clared it was unnecessary, saying his pict- 
ure was already there, marked 3,300. This 
was found to be correct. 

He was later taken before Recorder Goff, 
in Part I., General Sessions, and held in 
$1,000 bail. 

The complainant, George E. Taylor, Su- 
perintendent of the Casualty Company, al- 
leges that Vallon secured a policy for a 
customer and retained the $90 premium 
which he collected. 

Vallon had been in partnership with a 
blind man, and. it is alleged that he was 
arrested, but discharged, for swindling his 
partne’. Detective Cuff said Vallon had 
been in trouble several times, and was 
before indicted. 





WAR VETERANS STILL FIGHTERS. 


Col, Morton and Capt. O’Grady Resort 
to Their Fists. 


There was a fight in the office of the City 
Clerk in the Brooklyn City Hall yesterday 
morning between Col. Charles B. Morton 
and Capt. W. L. D. O’Grady, both war 
veterans. 

Col. Morton has charge of the Naturaliza- 
tion Bureau and Capt. O’Grady is employed 
in compiling the Aldermanic records. 

The fight arose over a resolution intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen Monday to 
provide electric fans in the City Clerk’s 
office ‘“‘to keep the flies off the clerks 
there.”’ 

Capt. O’Grady was the author of the reso- 
lution, which was introduced by Alder- 
man Myers. Col. Morton thought the 
resolution reflected upon the clerks, and 
when he met Capt. O’Grady yesterday he 
told him he wanted him to understand that 
there were no flies on him. 

He became so exasperated that he 
struck Capt. O’Grady in the eye. 

Capt. O’Grady retaliated with two or three 
body blows that sent the Colonel stagger- 
ing against the wall. 

The other attachés in the office and a 
number of politicians who were present 
crowded around the fighters and urged 
them on, but City Clerk Benjamin entered 
the room and separated them. Hostilities 
then ceased.

COLORADO ON WEST BANK 





THE STEAMER DAMAGED IN A COoL- 
LISION WITH A BARGE. 


Her Twenty-eight Passengers Prompt- 
ly Awakened and Brought Up the 
Bay to the City—Story of the Ac- 
cident Told by the Pilet of the 
Tug Which Was Towing the 
Barge to Sea—B, E. Flint Gives 
Capt. Burrows’s Statement, 


While steaming up the Lower Bay early 
yesterday morning the steamer Colorado of 
the Mallory Line, coming in from Bruns 
wick, Ga, with twenty-eight passengers and 
a general cargo, ran into a barge laden 
with cellar dirt and was so badly dam- 


aged that she was run upon the end of 
West Bank to save her from sinking in 
water above her decks. She now lies in 
twenty-one feet of water. 

Her twenty-eight passengers were brought 
to the city on the wrecking tug J. D. Jones 
and were safely landed, and the barge, 
which was on her way to sea, was not 
seriously damaged. The Merritt Wreck- 
ing Company, which went to raise the 
Colorado under the direction of her com- 
mander, Capt. A. C. Burrows, who re- 
mained aboard the steamer, with part of 
her crew. 

The owners of the damaged steamer were 
not inclined yesterday to give any details 
of the accident, and absolutely refused to 
give out for publication a list of the pas- 
sengers. It was said at the office of the 
Mallory Line that no report of the occur- 
rence had been made by Capt. Burrows, 
and therefore little was known of how the 
accident happened. 

Purser Raymond, who came up to the city 
with the passengers, was equally reticent. 
He said that he was asleep at the time of 
the collision, and did not know how it hap- 
pened. One of the Quartermasters of the 
Colorado said that he was below when the 
collision occurred. The Colorado, he said, 
was struck about thirty feet abaft the 
stern on the starboard side. A hole abour 
18 feet in length and 4 feet wide was made, 

The passengers were all asleep at the 


time, he said, but they were roused by the 
officers and hurried on deck in great ex- 
citement. There would have been a panic 
had not the officers assured the passen- 
gers that they were in no danger. As it 
was found that the ship was fast filling 
with water, Capt. Burrows ordered the 
life-boats swung out over the side, and they 
were promptly prepared to be dropped into 
the water. The steamer was then run on 
the west bank, off the Romer Shoals, near 
Buoy No. 7. A tugboat came alongsice 
and took off the passengers and their bag- 
gage. 

An account of the accident in detail was 
obtained yesterday afternoon from George 
W. Benson, pilot of the tugboat Charles 
Runyon of the White Star Towing Line, 
which had in tow the barge run down 
by the Colorado. He said that he was tow- 
ing the barge, which belongs to the Bouker 
Contracting Company. ‘the barge was 
loaded with cellar dirt, and was going to 
sea. The towline was eighty fathoms long. 
The morning.was dark and misty, but not 
foggy. He carried two white lights to de- 
note that he had a tow, and the barge also 
carried a white light at her bow and at her 
stern. While going through the main chan- 
nel at about 3 o’cfock yesterday morn- 
ing, he saw the Colorado’s lights, although 
ne could not make out the hull of the “ves- 
sel. 

Benson said that he sounded one whistle 
to denote that he was going to port, but 
he received no answer to this signal. He 
blew another whistle, which was answered 
from the steamer. After passing the tug 
the Colorado suddenly changed her course, 
and ran directly over the towline between 
the tug and the barge. Benson said he 
blew a danger signal to warn the Colorado, 
and backed up and. slacked the hawser. 
He supposed as the steamer proceeded on 
her way that she had cleared the barge 
whose bow she attempted to cross, and he 
then tautened up his towline, and pro- 
ceeded on his way to sea. 

It was not until nearly 8 o'clock that, 
on looking back through his glass, he dis- 
covered that the bow of the barge had 
been carried away. He then scanned the 
horizon, and discovered the Colorado fast 
in the mud on the west bank. Benson said 
that the collision occurred through the 
Colorado changing her course. 

The Captain of the barge is known as 
**Sou’wegian John,” and he told Benson 
that immediately after the collision he 
shouted to Capt. Burrows, who was lean- 
ing over the rail of the Colorado: ‘ There’s 
a big hole in your bow!” 

“It can’t be possible,”” was the response 
he received, he said. 

He shouted back “ Yes, it is, and you had 
better push for land.”’ 

The Colorado immediately swerved about, 
and in a short time was on West Bank. 
There was no pilot on board the steamer 
when the accident happened. 

The Colorado lies deep in the water, and it 
is probable that she is seriously damaged. 
The hole in her starboard side will be cov- 
ered by divers, and then she will be pumped 
out and brought to Brooklyn, where she 
will discharge her cargo of naval stores 
and lumber, which is valued at $25,000. A 
portion of the perishable cargo and twenty- 
one members of the crew were brought to 
ang city yesterday on the tug Wallace B. 

int. 

E. B. Flint of Brunswick, Ga., a pas- 
senger on the Colorado, said that he was 
asleep.in his room when he was awakened 
at 3:15 o’clock A. M. by somebody poundin 
on the door. He jumped up and was tol 
to dress quickly and go on deck, as the 
vessel had met with an accident. He was 
assured that although the vessel was leak- 
ing there was no immediate danger. The 
other passengers had all been awakened 
and were gathered on deck. They were 
much excited, but there was no panic. 

Capt. Burrows, Mr. Flint said, told him 
that he was on his way up the channel, 
moving cautiously, when in the darkness 
he made out a light. It was the light of 
the scow. He could not leave or turn from 
his course, and was expecting every minute 
to see the scow, which was gradually mov- 
ing toward his ship, turn out. As it came 
nearer to.him, and when he saw that a 
collision was certain, he rang the bell to 
slow up, and in an instant he was struck 
on the starboard side forward end. At 
first he thought his boat was uninjured, 
but ina little while he found that she was 
taking water. Then it was that the crew 
was instructed to arouse the passengers 
who were asleep. After the Colorado was 
run on West Bank and was out of danger, 
some of the crew resumed their sleep. 

The Colorado is a sister ship of the Rio 
Grande of the Mallory Line, being in the 
service of that company on the Georgia- 
Fiorida Line and making semi-monthly 
trips between New-York and Brunswick. 
She is of 2,764 tons gross register. Her 
length is 306 feet, her breadth 39.6 feet, and 
depth 21.6 feet. She was built In 1879 at 
Chester, Penn. She is valued at $350,v00.

ILLNESS IN VANDERBILT MANSION. | 


Cornelius, Senior, Said to Have Been 
Stricken—Son Reported Worse. 


There were rumors yesterday afternoon 
and evening that Cornelius Vanderbilt, Sr., 
had been stricken with paralysis, and that 
Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., had suffered a 
relapse, and was seciously ill. 

Neither of the rumors could be confirmed, 
the servants at the Vanderbilt home and 
visitors there refusing to give any informa- 
tion. But the fact that Fifth Avenue, from 
Fifty-seventh to Fifty-eighth Street was 
covered with a heavy layer of tanbark 
in the afternoon, and physicians were visit- 
ing the house, confirmed the statement that 
there was serious illness in the house. 

Tanbark was being laid on Fifty-eighth 
Street at 1 o’clock this morning to a point 
500 feet beyond the western line of the 
house. 

A member of the family who left the 
house about midnight said when asked ‘the 
question whether Cornelius Vanderbilt, Sr., 
or Cornelius Vanderbilt, Jr., was ill: 

“There is no one seriously ill.” 

Asked why such large quantities of tan- 
bark had been placed in the street if no 
one was ill, and why two consultations by 


three preeminent physicians were held, the 
gentleman made the same reply. 

“There is no one seriously ill.” 

“Is Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt, Sr., ill?” 
he was asked. 

He replied: “It might be.” 

He then entered his carriage and was 
driven away. 

Mr. Vanderbilt, Jr., was out eray ° in 
Central Park on Saturday last in a han- 
som cab, and on Monday he again took 
another short drive. 

He had a relapse, it is said, about 4 
o’clock yesterday morning, and at ¥ o’clock 
messengers were hurriedly dispatched for 
Drs. Draper and McLane, who went to the 
Vanderbilt mansion at once. They were 
soon joined by Dr, Delafield. A consulta- 
tion was held, and by agreement Dr, Mc- 
Lane assumed charge of the case. 

Relatives were sent for free their coun- 
try residences, and at 8 o’clock last night 
another consultation was held. Drs. Draper 
and Delafield left the house at 9:30 o’clock. 
They declined to make any statement as 
to the condition of the patient, or give 
any information whatever. 

Soon after their departure H. McK. 
Twombly, a brother-in-law of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt, Sr., was hastily driven to the 
house, he having been summoned from his 
country place in Orange, N. J. 

Messengers were seen making hurried 
trips to the home of Miss Grace Wilson, 
to whom young Mr. Vanderbilt is engaged, 
throughout the afternoon, and to a drug 
store and other places. 

William C. Whitney was a visitor at the 
house in the afternoon, and on leaving there 
crossed the street to his own home. When 
asked as to the condition of Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, Jr., he replied: ‘‘ Oh, I don’t think 
there is anything dangerous about it.’ 

“Is there any truth in the rumor that 
the elder Mr. Vanderbilt is seriously ill?” 
Mr. Whitney was asked. 

“I do not think it would be proper for 
me to talk of the private affairs of an- 
other man’s family,’”’ was the reply, and 
Mr. Whitney courteously but firmly refused 
to say any mcre.

A Pacific Mail Steamer in Danger of 
Going to Pieces, 


SAN Francisco, July 14.—The steamer 
Colombia of the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company, Capt. Clark, went. ashore about 
8 o’clock this morning during a thick fog, 
at Pigeon Point, a rocky projection about 
half way between San Francisco and Santa 
Cruz. The big steamer was on her way 
from Panama to San Francisco. 

The Colombia is in a dangerous position, 
severely pounding the rocks, and if she is 
not soon lightened will go to pieces. f 

Capt. Clark telegraphed the office here 
that the steamer grounded at 8 o’clock. 
The weather was very thick and the 
vessel was lost in the fog. There was no 


notice of danger until the vessel ran head 
on the point. As soon as possible the en- 
gines were backed and an effort made to 
get back into deep water, but without suc- 
cess. The steamer was hard and fast 
aground, and it was impossible to move her 
an inch. ‘ 

The Colombia is a new ship and one of 
the latest additions to the Pacific fleet of 
the company. She was built in Chester, 
Penn., in 1892, and is of 3,816 tons burden. 
The Colombia until a few months ago ran 
from Panama to New-York. She was mak- 
ing her first round trip between San Fran- 
cisco and Panama when she ran aground. 





CHICAGO THIEVES IDENTIFIED. 


Chief Badenoch’s Escape from Death

Louis Larsen, a West Side tough, 
was also identified by Peter Ackerman, a 
butcher, of 279 West Randolph Street, as be. 


ing one of the men who robbed his place of 
business some weeks ago. 

Chief Badenoch to-day, speaking of the 
a> er plot to assassinate him, sad: 

ve few days ago, while driving along 
La Salle Street, I noticed a group of four 
or five fellows standing on the corner near 
Washington. They were a tough-looking 
crowd, and I sized them up as men who 
should be run in. I forgot all about the 
incident until yesterday, when we had 
“Red” Sullivan in the ‘‘ sweat box,” and 
he made his confession. Among other 
things, he told Inspector Fitzpatrick and 
myself that if I had made the slightest 
motion to arrest them I would have been 
killed right there and then. So that, while 
there was no plot to kill me, yet I only 
escaped by the merest chance from being 
shot down in the street.” 


CONFERRED WITH THE GOVERNOR. 





The Unpaid Clerks in the Kings Coun- 
ty Court, 


ALBANY, July 14.—State Civil Service Com- 
missioner Burt, Secretary Angel, and Chief 
Examiner Fowler of the State Civil Service 
Commission to-day called on Gov. Morton 
and his legal adviser, Mr. Lincoln. With 
them was a delegation from Brooklyn com- 
prising Corporation Counsel J. A. Burr, 
Surrogate Abbott, Charles Y. Vandoren, 
Chief Clerk of the County Court; Samuel 
T. Maddox, for the County Treasurer, and 
John M. Ward, representing the City Con- 
troller. 

The conference with the Governor was 
over ‘the refusal of the Brooklyn City Con- 
troller to pay the salaries of the clerks and 
interpreters of the County Court in Kings 
County, who had been appointed since the 
passage of the law making the boundaries 
of Brooklyn the same as those of Kings 
County. Previous to the passage of this 
law the County Treasurer paid these court 
employes. Now they are paid by the 
Brooklyn Controller, who has refused to 
pay the salarjes of all such court em- 

loyes until they are certified to by the 
ocal or Staté Civil Service Board as hav- 
ing been appointed in accordance with law. 
The matter will be considered by the Civil 
Service Commission and the Governor.

SHOT AT PRESIDENT FAURE 





REPORTED ATTEMPT TO ASSASSI- 
NATE THE RULER OF FRANCE, 


The Man Who Fired the Revolver 
Says He Used a Blank Cartridge 
and Did Not Aim at the President 
—He Fired in His Enthusiasm Over 
the Fall of the Bastile—The Police 
Consider Him Insane—Paris Great- 
ly Excited. 


Paris, July 14.—What is claimed in some 
quarters as an attempt to assassinate Pres- 
ident Felix Faure was made at 2:50 o’clock 
this afternoon at the parade ground at 
Longchamp, 

The day was the one hundred and seventh 
anniversary ef the fall of the Bastile, and 
was celebrated in the usual manner, in- 
cluding a review of the troops at Long- 
champ, which drew a very large concourse 
of people. Among those present were some 
of the members of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company of Boston, who 
were yesterday elected honorary members 
of the Cercle Militaire. 

President Faure, accompanied by Prime 
Minister Méline, Gen. Le Mouton de Bois- 
deffre, Chief of Staff of the Army, and Gen. 
Tournier, Chief of the President’s military 
household, left the Palace of the Elysée in 


an open carriage and drove to Longchamp, 
jit having been arranged that the President 
should review the troops. As the carriage 
passed through the Porte du Moulin en- 
trance to the parade ground it was sur- 
rounded by troops who were to escort M. 
Faure to the reviewing stand. 

Before the vehicle had proceeded far a 
tall, fair, and correctly dressed man of 
about thirty-five years of age stepped 
slightly in advance of the crowd and drew 
a revolver, which, some eye-witnesses de- 
clare, he discharged point blank at the 
President, 

Immediately there waSea scene of the 
greatest excitement, and it would undoubt- 
edly have gone hard with the man had he 
not at once been seized by the gendarmes 
who were standing by. He was at once 
conducted to the temporary police quarters 
that had been established near the Grande 
Cascade, within the grounds. The man re- 
sisted arrest, declaring that he had done 
nothing to cause his being taken into cus- 
tody. He claimed that he had not fired the 
‘revolver with any intention of injuring the 
Presiaent, and that, in fact, the weapon 
had only been loaded with blank cart- 
ridges. 

He claimed that he had discharged the 
revolver in exuberance of spirits. Some 
of those who stood close by him when the 
President entered the grounds declare that 
two shots were fired. .An examination of 
the revolver that was made by the police 
appears to bear out the prisoner’s state- 
ment that blank cartridges were used, for 
in four of the chambers cartridges with no 
bullets were found. Attempts.at the-police 
station to learn anything further from the 
| prisoner .were of no. avail, He stated that 
his name was Francois, and refused to say 
anything further. The prisoner appeared 
to be insane. 

In the meantime the news of the affair 
had spread like wildfire, and the mpst ex- 
aggerated reports gained credence, The 
crowd of spectators surged toward the 
President’s carriage, and the troops had a 
difficult task in keeping the excited people 
back. It took only a little time, however, 
for it to be learned that M. Faure was 
unharmed, whereupon the crowd cheered 
the President again and again. 

M. Faure appeared to be entirely un- 
moved by. the excitement. He had paid 
no attention to the shot, and calmly con- 
versed with his companions in the carriage 
until the shouts and cheers of the multi- 
tude drowned his voice. Then, directing 
his coachman to proceed, the carriage, 
which had been temporarily stopped, went 
on to the stand, where the President re- 
viewed the troops, after which he was 
driven back to the Palace of the Elysée. 

The police informed a reporter of La 
Presse that Francois is the same lunatic 
who recently threw a bundle of petitions 
from the gallery of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties into tke body of the House, thereby 
causing a semi-panic among the members, 
who imagined that the bundle was a bomb. 

Late this afternoon Francois was exam- 
ined by Prefect Lepine. He was then more 
communicative, and told the Prefect that 
in discharging the revolver he merely 
wished to attract attention. He reiterated 
* his statements that he had had no wish 
to injure anybody, and that the weapon 
was loaded with only blank cartridges. 

Francois was formerly a street surveyor, 
employed by the Municipal Council of Paris, 
but was discharged owing to his presumed 
Anarchistic tendencies. The special offense 
which led to his discharge was the publica- 
tion of revolutionary verses. He lives 
at 46 Rue Clery. His residence was searched 
by the police, but nothing of a suspicious 
nature was found. The officials believe that 
he is insane. 

During the commotion which followed the 
firing, a reputed Anarchist named Boulant 
was arrested for saying: ‘‘ That’s the sort 
of fellow for me. He has done the proper 
thing.” 

This approval of outrage is a penal of- 
fense under M. Dupuy’s anti-anarchy laws, 
and Boulant stands a good chance of spend- 
ing a few of the coming years in prison. 

The feeling of the crowd at the reviewing 
grounds was illustrated by its treatment 
of a waiter at the café at the Grande Cas- 
cade. In some way this man was mistaken 
by the crowd for Francois, and a savage at- 
tack was made upon him. One of his eyes 
was torn from its socket, and he was 
almost lynched before the police were able 
to rescue him, 

The news of the shooting had preceded. the 
President to the city, and as he was rec- 
ognized by the people cn the streets through 
which he passed on his return, he was 
greeted with cheers and congratulations. 
This evening the diplomats and a large 
number of the prominent men called at the 
Palace of the Elysée and congratulated M. 
Faure. Several sovereigns sent telegraphic 
messages of congratulation. 

“Throughout the whole episode M. Faure 
was perfectly calm and unaffected. Both at 
the reviewing ground and on his return to 
the city he received an ovation, and was 
greeted with the heartiest cries of ‘* Long 
live the President of the republic.’’ The af- 
fair recalls to mind the fact that a similar 
assault was made upon the late President 
Sadi-Carnot In the Avenue de Marigny in 
1893. 

Many persons believe the story of the 
prisoner, whose full name is Eugene Marie 
Francois, that he had no intentiom of harm- 
ing the President. A search was made at 
Longchamp for the bullet discharged from 
the revolver, but not’ a sign of it could be 
found. This is held to confirm the prison- 





er's story-thet he used blank cartridges.

The police story that he is the man who 
caused the recent commotion in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies is generally discredited. 
They have mixed the prisoner up with Jean 
Pierre Francois, an Anarchist, who was im- 
plicated in the dynamite explosion caused 
by Ravachol, and who fled to London, 
whence he was extradited in 1892. 

It is evident from the facts that have 
been learned that M. Faure would not have 
been in any great danger, even if Francois 
had used ball cartridges. Francois stood 
behind the troops who lined the wide road, 
and at the time the shot was fired the 
horses drawing the President’s carriage 
were trotting fast. The carriage was sur- 
rounded by a cavalry escort, who raised a 
cloud of dust which almost obscured the 
carriage and its occupants from view. Had 
ball cartridges been used it is probable that 
one of the cavalrymen rather than the 
President would have been shot. The in- 
cident did not check the gayeties of the 
fétes which were in progress in the city and 
suburbs in honor of the day. 

The heat during the afternoon was in- 
tense, and the troops suffered severely. A 
large number of them were sunstruck, 
while others were exhausted. The ambu- 
lances on the field were ful of patients, and 
all the army physicians present had their 
hands full in attending to them. The heat 
was so great that some of the members 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company preferred to remain quiet at their 
hotel. Many distinguished persons who 
were expected to attend the review were 
prevented by the heat from being present. 





FOUGHT A MAN IN THE WATER. 


Had Jumped Overboard 
After a Supposed Thief. 


Policeman 


For a year a gang of young fellows has 
hung around Seventy-filth and Seventy-sixth 
Streets and Avenue A, and made life mis- 
erable for the grocers and other dealers 
in that vicinity. 

Three members of the gang sneaked into 
the grocery and bottling establishment of 
Benjamin Fyre of Seventy-sixth Street and 
Avenue A yesterday afternoon. Kach took 
as many bottles as he could of soda and 
ran. Two scaled a fence and ran through 
a vacant lot. Philip Ehret, the third man, 
ran down Seventy-third Street to the river. 

Policeman Dent of the East Sixty-sev- 
enth Street Station had on a brand new 
suit. Ehret wore a dirty pair of trousers 
and a shirt. Evidently he thought the 


policeman would not dare follow him, and 
he plunged overboard into the river at the 
foot of the street. 

Dent, who had chased him, did not hesi- 
tate, but jumped overboard, too, and grap- 
pled with the fugitive. The man fougnt 
desperately, and the policeman had to draw 
and use his club in the water. ‘Then he 
sounded his whistle for assistance. Police- 
man Bartholomew O’Connor responded and 
aided Dent in getting Ehret out of the 
water.

KILLED BY PILE-DRIVER HAMMER, 


Two Men Were Standing Under It, 
When Supporting Rope Broke. 


While a gang of laborers were driving 
Piles. in the Wallabout -Cana]l, near the 
Washington Avenue Bridge, Brooklyn, yes- 
terday afternoon, two men were struck. by 
the heavy iron hammer of a pile-driver. One 
of them was killed outright, the other was 
seriously injured. 

Archie McDougall, forty-five years old, of 
802 Willow Street, Hoboken, the foreman 
of the gang, and Alexander Olsen, forty- 
four years old, of Twenty-ninth Street, 


near Third Avenue, Brooklyn, were stand- 
ing on top of a pile, directing the en- 
gineer, when the rope broke and released 
the heavy iron hammer which suddenly de- 
scended. 

It struck McDougall squarely on the shoul- 
ders, killing him instantiy. Olsen was 
knocked down, receiving a fractured skull. 
He was taken to the Homeopathic Hospital.

When the tide of his illness turned, how- 
ever, he became rapidly convalescent and 
to-day he Was able to be on the deck of 
the White Ladye the most of the time. 
The White Ladye, with Mr. Goelet on 
board, returned to Cowes this evening.

| WILL NOT VOTE FOR BRYAN 





CABINET OFFICERS ARE IN THE 
RANKS OF THE BOLTERS, 


Secretary Herbert Openly Announces 
that He Shall Not Support the 
Ticket Nominated at Chicago— 
Other Secretaries Assumed to be 
Sharers of His Determination—As- 


sistant Sceretary Hamlin Dex 


nounces the Populist-Democrats. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.--The Populists, who 
brought their work at Chicago to an incon- 
sistent turn by naming a monopolist and a 
plutocrat at the end of a ticket headed by 
a Populist who expects to carry every 
State in the Union for the revolutionary 


party, and who will make another attempt 
to curry favor with the hated East by giv- 
ing a hippodrome notification at the Madi- 
son Square Garden, are manifesting a re- 
markable desire to ascertain how the East 
will take the Dantonesque performance at 
Chicago. 

Here in Washington, where the silverites 
have some followers, there have been in- 
quiries to learn how the Administration will 
act. The indication of an interest of this 
sort shows how reckless and thoughtless 
the course of the Populist-Democrats was. 
The convention took a great deal of pains 
to let it be known that it was determined to 
do just exactly the opposite thing from that 
desired by the Administration. Of what in- 
terest can be to them the attitude of the 
Administration? 

The number of persons employed in the 
Government service is not large conipared 
with the whole voting population. The 
number of supporters of the Administration 
is never limited to the political friends of 
the President, nor is the number of its foes 
confined to the party opponents of the 
President. There is no doubt whatever that 
there are vast numbers of men in both tha 
Democratic and Republican Parties who res, 
sent and who will reject at the polls the 
verdict of the Populist Convention at Chi- 
cago that the Administration of President 
Cleveland had not been faithful, courage- 
ous, and economical. There is no doubt 
that men like Tillman and Altgeld wish the 
action of the convention to be considered a, 
censure of the President, and those wha 
know the spirit of those desperate revolu- 
tionists know that, had they the oppor- 
tunities of Marat and MRobespierre, the 
President and his Cabinet might expect to 
be taken out, some fine morning, to Capitol 
Hill, to be guillotined in the presence of a 
red-capped multitude. Denunciation was 
what Tillman and Altgeld sought, and they 
were satisfied that it had been visited, be- 
cause the convention would not approve. 

It is absurd to suppose that the Admin- 
istration which has been denounced and 
discredited in a Democratic convention can 
approve the denunciation of itself. Nor can 
it be expected that any officer of the Ad- 
ministration who knows that the Adminis- 
tration has been honest and faithful can 
subscribe to the Chicago platform. Secre- 
tary Herbert, although he has as much 
aversion as any one for the spectre of negro 
domination at the South, having knowledge 
of the Administration, is sure that it is 
courageous and honest, and he to-day has 
asserted to friends that he cannot support 
a platform carrying the implied assertion 
that the Administration is not honest and 
brave. 

Secretary Carlisle fs silent to the inter- 
viewer, but he cannot be suspected of ap- 
proving a denunciation of an Administration 
of which he is a part. Secretary Olney, 
reticent on this matter as on all others, is 
known to be disgusted with the Chicago 
platform, and to hzeve no intention of ap- 
proving the Chicago doctrines or the Chi- 
cago candidates. 

A majority of half a million people voted 
in 1892 for Mr. Clevelard for President. 
Many of the thousands who helped to elect 
him were Republicans; many who voted 
with the majority did not care a penny 
whether the Republican: or the Democrats 
won; they voted for the man. These people 
do nof belong to Alliance associations nor 
Populist aggregations. They think it is 
essential to maintain the credit of the | 
country and they believe that Cleveland 
did that, and that he considered it a duty 
to do so even if the National debt was te 
be increased in doing it. 

These men will not join lightly with any 
party to indict the President of the United 
States. They certainly will not prefer to 
take the word of a congregation of political 
highwaymen against that of the reputation 
of one honest citizen, the President of the 
United States; bound by his oath of office 
to administer the laws justly. 

There appears to be’ no doubt whatever 
that the Populist convention and the silver 
convention to be held in St. Louis will cone 
vince the country that the Bryan and Sewe 
all ticket is a Populist ticket. J. H. Ture 
ner, Secretary of the National Committee 
of the People’s Party, says that the Pop- 
ulists will indorse the platform and the 
ticket. Senator Stewart, who wanted Teller 
nominated at Chicago, but who is pleased 
with Bryan, says the silverite Populists 
will indorse the Chicago platform and ticket 
and that it will win. Such predictions as 
these are common. : 

Two Assistant Secretaries of the Treasury 
regard the Chicago performance differently. 
Mr. Wike finds many things in Bryan to 
admire, asd his admirable qualities ob- 
scure to Mr. Wike the. denunciation which 
he with other officers of the Administration 
share in the failure to approve their course. 
Mr. Hamlin speaks as if he really did not 
enjoy being denounced for pursuing an 
hcmest course. He says: 

“No political issue is involved in the 
coming election. The question to be de- 
cided is far deeper and more vital. The 
perpetuity of republican imstitutions has 
been threatened. Every loyal citizen should 
ally himself against the forces which con- 
trolled the Chicago Convention; forces of 
lawlessness, which are inconsistent with 
the maintenance of the Republic. 

*“ Henceforth there should be no Republic- 
an—no Democrat—but a union of loyal cit- 
izens against the combined forces of repu- 
diation and disorder. When once this dan- 
gerous element has been stamped out at 
the polls by an indignant people, “we can 
again divide and discuss these political 
questions which for generations have kept 
alive two great political parties.” 

Southern men who are determined not to 
vote the Bryan ticket say they_hope to 
have a chance to avoid voting»the Republic- 
an ticket. ‘They do not fear negro domi- 
nation so much as they do the double stand- 
ard, or the single silver standard, and they 
expect to assure the election of McKinley; 
but they prefer to do it by voting for mem-, 
bers of their own partv, and for men who 
do not believe that the Democratic Admin- 
istration should have been denounced ag 
dishonest and unfaithful.

THE SITUATION IN NBW-JERSEY. 


Senator Smith Says the Convention 


Must Decide the Course to Pursue. 


Lone Brancu, N. J., July 14—Senator 
Smith to-day made the following statement 
with regard to the situation in the Demo- 
eratic Party: 

‘Personally, I have a very positive opin- 
ion as to what ought to be done, but I do 
Rot consider it proper ta express that opin- 
ion at this time. The instructions of the 
State Democratic Convention were unequiv- 
ecally in favor of the gold standard, and 
the delegation was bound to do everything 
in its power to carry out the wishes of the 
party im this State. This was done, but the 
effort was futile, and the platform and can- 
didate stand for principles directly opposed 
to those enunciated by our State Conven- 
tion. In these circumstances I see but one 
course open to the delegation from this 
State, and that is to refer the whele matter 
back to the State Convention for such ac- 
tion as it may see fit to take. The party is 
ree to act on any line that may be deemed 
wise, for the reason that Blectors have not 
yet been put in nomination.” 

* What, in your judgment, will be the at- 
titude of the State Convention?” 

“TI have not been home long enough as 
yet to find out. I do know, however, that 
there is a very wide diversity of opinion. 
Some with whom I have talked are eager to 
bolt the ticket and put up an independent 
candidate. Others favor nominating Elect- 
ors pledged to vote for none but a sound- 
money candidate for President. Others feel 
that it is the duty of »emocrats to abide by 
the decision of the National Convention. 
How the real sober second thought will 
,crystallize itself during the next few weeks 
I am Wholly unable io judge. But one thing, 
to my mind, is plain, and that is that the 
question is so great and so pregnant with 
consequences that the people themselves are 
the ones to decide what to do." E 

** When do you think the State Convention 
will be held?” 

“That has not been determined. Prob- 
ably somewhat earlier than usual.” ‘ 

Is there any silver sentiment in New- 
Jersey?” 

“Yes; much more than is generally sup- 
posec. The agricultural element of each 
party is affected to a considerable degree by 
the enthusiasm of the Western farmers for 
this idea. It will be no easy task to over- 
come this enthusiasm wherever there is a 
large agricultural element.” 

“Then you foresee a walk-over for Mc- 
Kinley?” 

“On the contrary, I am convinced that if 
the election were to be held next week 
Bryan would win. People here in the Kast 
do not appreciate the hold the free-silver 
idea has taken upon the masses of the en- 
tire West and South. They believe they are 
right in principle, and they will be tm- 
pressed more and more as the campaign 
progresses by the personality of their can- 
didates.” 


Mr. Harrity Makes a Corrcction.,. 

PHILADELPHIA, July 14.—When seen at his 
office this morning, Mr. W. F. Harrity was 
not disposed to the political situ- 
ation, and declined to express himself as to 
platform or candidates. Mr. Harrity, how- 
ever, did make the following statement: 

“Since my return to Philadelphia my at- 
tention has been called to a report sent out 
from Chicage convention week that I had 
said ‘} am a Democrat, and after that I 
am a sound-money man.’

own interests, Furthermere, I do not like 
his protecti¢n policy. I am in favor of a 
revenue, and if we need more than we are 
now receiving, 1 think we can get it with- 
out returning to the McKinley tariff. 

“I do not think the tariff should be made 
an issue of the coming campaign. The 
fight should be made on the financ’al ques- 
tion. If Mr. Cleveland's recommendations 
on financial matters had been followed by 
the Democrats, there would have been no 
doubt as to which ticket would have been 
elected this lall, There are some Demo- 
crats who will not be able to bring them-

A NEW SILVER CERTIFICATE. 


One of the Most Elaborately Designed 


Notes Ever Produced. 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—The first delivery 
of silver certificates of the new design ap- 
proved by the Secretary of the Treasury 
for the issue of 1896 was made to-day by 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing to 
the Treasurer of the United States. The 
denomination delivered was the one dollar. 
It is a very beautiful change from the old 
conventional bank-note design. 

The design for the face of this certificate 
is by Will H. Low, who has taken for his 
subject ‘* History Instructing Youth.” It 
is composed of the figure of a female, and 
at her side is a youth to whom she is out- 
lining the history of the Nation. A bird’s- 
eye view of the City of Washington from 
Arlington Heights, showing the Potomac 
River, the Washington Monument, the Cap- 
itol, and the new Congressional Library 
distinctly, is in the background. On the 
right hand of this design is an open book 
containing the first clauses of the Constitu- 
tion. Around the border are wreaths, in 
which are engraved the names of many of 
the great men who have figured conspicu- 


ously in the history of the Nation, includ- 
ing statesmen, warriors, scientists, invent- 
ors, and authors. 

The back of the note contains the por- 
traits of President and Mrs. Washington, 
sZrrounded by beautiful scroll and lathe 
work. This note was submitted to many of 
the leading bankers in New-York and to 
others in all parts of the country, and has 
been universally pronounced one of the 
most beautifully executed notes ever issued 
by the Government, besides affording, on 
account of the fine and elaborately en- 
graved work, the greatest security possible 
against counterfeiting. 


A GREAT NIGHT AT MANHATTAN, 





Members of the Cuban Junta Wit- 
nessed “Cuba” in Pyrotechnics. 


The large number of pleasure seekers 
that gathered at Manhattan Beach last 
night were treated to a varied programme 
at Pain’s open-air theatre that caused de- 
light and surprise, even at this always pop- 
ular Summer resort. 

In addition to the spectacular display and 
dramatic performance of ‘‘ Cuba,’’ the cele- 
brated French rope dancers, Mesdames Ella 
Zuila and Lulu, treated the Manhattan 
audience to their clever and unsurpassed 
feats.

NO VERDICT GIVEN IN THE HERSCH- 
KOPF CASE LAST NIGHT. 


Brief Summing Up by the Lawyers— 
Justice Fursman’s Charge Inter- 
rupted by a Funeral Dirge—His 
Words Listened To Intently by the 
Alleged Murderer and His Wife— 
The Case Given to the Jury in the 
“Middle of the Afternoon, 


The case of Adolph Herschkopf, who is 
charged with murder by arson, was given 
to the jury at 3:40 o’clock yesterday after- 
noon, but at 10:30 o’clock at night the 
jurymen had not decided upon a verdict, 


and were locked up for the night. Justice 
Fursman will open court at 10:30 o'clock 
this morning. 

Herschkopf and his wife sat together in 
the courtroom and listened closely to Jus- 
tice Fursman’s charge. Herschkopf uncon- 
sciously wrinkled his brow into a scowl as 
he concentrated his attention. 

While the Justice was making his charge 
the sounds of a dirge came in the windows 
as a funeral procession passed and obliged 
him to pause. Herschkopf looked into the 
éyes of his wife as though greatly troubled, 

The taking of testimony in the case was 
concluded Monday, and when court was 
opened by Justice Fursman yesterday morn- 
ing Albert Bach began to sum up for the 
defense. He said that most of the testi- 
mony for the prosecution was given by 
men who had shamelessly confessed to 
being incendiaries. These men had been 
hunted by the authorities, and to save their 
necks were making alleged confessions, 
throwing the blame on other people. He 
said there was a conspiracy among these 
men to send Herschkopf to the electric chair 
so as to save themselves. 


Mr. Bach concluded his argument at noon 


with a strong appeal to the jury not to 
send a man to the electric chair on the 
manufactured evidence of men like Glueck- 
man and Rosenbaum. 

Assistant District Attorney Vernon M. 
Davis:summed up for the prosecution. He 
said the witnesses for the prosecution were 
not men of stainless character, for if they 
had been such they would have had no 
knowledge of the operations of the incen- 
diaries. 

Incendiarism, he said, is a most horrible 
crime. It is worked out in secret, and the 
conmunity, for its own protection against 
these soulless assassins, is obliged in such 
cases to go into the much and mire of 
human depravity and accept the aid of one 
of the wretches so as to punish the others. 

Justice Fursman began his charge to the 
jurymen at 2:45 o’clock. He told them that 
if they had any idea as to the Court’s opin- 
ion as to the guilt or innocence of the de- 
fendant they must dismiss it from their 
mind and not let it influence them, It’ mat- 
tered not to them what the Court thought; 
hey were to consider the evidence only. 

e then defined the different dogrees of 
murder by arson. He spoke about circum- 
stantial evidence, and said it was not nec- 
essary that the defendant should have ap- 
plied the match or even be present at 
the fire to be guilty, so long as he aided 
or participated in the preparation of it. “I 
charge you,” he said, ‘‘ that if the defend- 
ant ha any part in bringing about the 
fire he is guilty of murder, 

* An alibi is easily manufactured,”’ he con- 
tinued. ‘‘ If you find that the defendant was 
at Coney Island on the day before the fire, 
as ‘his witnesses say, yon must acquit. If 
those witnesses mistook the day or testified 
falsely you must convict.” 

He said that some of the witnesses for the 
prosecution were not good, honorable, honest 
men, ‘‘ but the People are obliged to take 
evidence from persons of low character in 
order to protect the community against se- 
cret crime. 

“This is a case of vast importance,"’ he 
concluded. ‘I have no interest in the trial 
except to see justice done, and ‘ justice shall 
be done though the heavens fall.” You may 
retire now, gentlemen, and may your ver- 
dict be such that when you and meet in 
the Palace of Justice on the golden shore 
we shall not be ashamed of it.”’ 





FREE SILVER DEMONSTRATED. 


Wilkinson Scattered Coins 
Among Up-Town Gamins.

A well-dressed young man slightly under 
the influence of strong drink caused a 
panic at Broadway and Thirty-second 
Street yesterday afternoon, and in a few 
minutes had attracted so dense a crowd 
that the cable cars were compelled to slow 
up in order to avoid injury to those who 
stood in the street. 

The burden of the young man’s cry was 
“Free silver!’ With each whoop for the 
emblem of the Populists, he thrust his hand 
into a pocket and, drawing out a handful of 
silver coin, scattered it over. the heads of 
the throng. 

It was hot work, but the small army of 
newsboys whose rendezvous is about Gree- 
ley Square, worked like beavers in pursuit 
of the flying quarters and dimes, regardless 
of mud, dust, or the approach of cable cars. 

After scattering all the available silver 
supply at hand, the young man leaned 
against the iron rail at the southwest cor- 
ner of Broadway and Thirty-second Street 
and drawing a small check book from his 
pocket shouted to the crowd: 

“Keep on cheering for Bryan and free 
sllver.. There’s plenty more in the bank 
where that came from. [I'll draw you a4 
check if you don’t believe me. Hurrah for 
free silver!”’ 

Just then three policemen scattered the 
crowd right and left, and gathered in the 
young man, checkbook and all. 

They led him circumspectly, as became the 
owner of a bank account, and took him be- 
fore Sergt. McDermott, who sat behind the 
desk at the West Thirtieth Street Station. 

A great crowd of people followed in the 
wake of the young man and his captors, 
and stood outside the station house and 
seriously discussed the story started by 
some wag that the prisoner was the Popu- 
listic candidate Bryan, who had been ar- 
rested for giving a practical demonstration 
of his free-silver theories. 

To Sergt. McDermott the prisoner was, 
however, simply “a drunk,’ and to his 
routine of questions the young man an- 
swered that he was J. R. Wilkinson, twen- 
ty-one years of age, residing temporarily 
at 257 West: Thirty-seventh Street. 

It was learned that Wilkinson inherited 
$100,000 through the death of a near rel- 
ative about eight months ago. He ig said 
to have squandered all but about $20,000, 
which yet remains to his credit, as he de- 
clared, in the Fourteenth Street Bank. 





DOES MANY THINGS IN HIS SLEEP. 


Frank Wilson Found Wandering in 
His Night Rcecbe. 


Mount VERNON, N. Y., July 14.—Frank 
Wilson, twenty-eight years old, was found 
on the Eleventh Avenue Bridge in his night 
robe by a policeman this morning at 5:30 
o’clock. He appeared to be unconscious of 
what he was doing. : 

The policeman recognized him as a som- 
nambulist, who has been found walking 
about the streets once or twice before in a 
sound sleep. 

The policeman shook Wilson without any 
apparent effect. The young man was finally 


taken to his home, Lincoln Avenue and 
North Fourth Avenue. ; 

Wilson’s father was watching on the 
veranda for his return. He said his son 
was a confirmed somnambulist, and wan- 
dered about, apparently in possession of 
nearly all his faculties. He unlocks doors, 
cpens gates, and, on some of his nocturnal 
excursions, has gone several miles from 
home and returned safely. Expert phy- 
sicians have been unable to cure the young 
man’s sleep-walking habits.

O’Brien Democrats Think Their 
Chanee to be Heard Has Come, 


The Executive Committee of the James 
O’Brien Democracy at a meeting in the 
headquarters of its Twentieth Assembly 
District branch in Wast -Forty-second 
Street ratified last night the nomination 
of Bryan and Sewall and indorsed the plat- 
form of the Chicago Convention. This was 
done in resalutions that laid particular 
stress cn the silver plank, and the speakers 
who made it the basis of fiery statement 
declared that they looked with equanimity 
on the bolting of William C. Whitney, 
Frederic R. Coudert, and other leaders 
who wanted to get out, especially Tam- 
many’s members. 

The resolutions, which were presented by 

ex-Senator Francis M, Bixby, follow: 
__ Resolved, That the Young Democracy of the 
City of New-York hereby ratify and approve 
the platform of the National Demoeratic Con- 
vention, held at Chicago July 7, especially that 
portion of it which recognizes the right of free 
coinage of silver, independent of any other nation, 
at the present ratio of 16 to 1; and we also 
heartily indorse the nominations of William f. 
Bryan of Nebraska as candidate for i'resident, 
and Arthur Sewall of Maine as candidate for 
Vice President, and pledge to these nominees our 
earnest and active support in the forthcoming 
zsampaign., 

Resolved, That the Chairman appoint a Com- 
mittee of Ten, to make preparations for a mass 
meeting, to be held at such time and place 
as they may determine, to further ratify the ac- 
tion of the Chicago Convention. 

David Lloyd was the presiding officer, 
and in a group near him were Alexander 
Dumar, Chairman of the New-York State 
Division of the Silver Party; ex-Senator 
sixby, Thomas M. Thorpe, H. Bowen, Sec- 
retary of the Bimetallic League; Alexander 
C. Lassen, Harding Weston, Henry B. 
Nichols. and H. Alden Spencer. About forty 
members of the committee were present, 
and there may have been a dozen curious 
Democrats. 

One of the latter was a young 
named John Davis, who asked two ques4 
tions and started therewith a flood of ora- 
tory that poured out into Forty-second 
Street, across the Broadway car tracks to 
the westward and toward the East River 
on the other side of town. 

When it was all over, young Mr, Davis— 
who had merely asked how, if free coin- 
age was in the interest of silver miners, it 
could benefit the rest of the peopie, and 
how, if foreign nations refused to accept 
our silver notions, free coinage would bene- 
fit this Nation—remarked, sarcastically: 

“They only talked. They made no argu- 
ment at all. I was merely looking for in- 
formation. I don’t know anything about 
the money question, and I want to know 
how to vote. Mere declarations are worth- 
less. I had a few more jaw-breakers for 
them, though, if they hadn’t adjourned the 
meeting before I could get them in.” 

Mr. Bixby, in offering the resolutions, 
called attention to the fact that the fol- 
lowers of the ex-Sheriff, by agitating for 
free silver last Spring, made themselves 
originals. He spoke of Wall Street as a 
place of money sharps, trusts, and com- 
binations, and of the Democrats who object 
to the Chicago platform as “tailors of 
Tooley Street’ going around telling people 
they will bolt. ‘‘ Let them bolt,” he de- 
clared. : ; 

‘We see that Mr. Coudert is going to 
bolt,” he continued. ‘‘ Who is Mr, Coudert? 
There is only one thing Mr, Coudert loves— 
the French Government, of which he is un 
attorney.”’ me a 

Mr. Bixby objected to William C, Whit- 
ney because of his connection with the 
Standard Oil Company and railroads. John 
R. Fellows, he said, had been transferred 
into a Niobe, weeping because the people 
have anything to say about the Demo- 
cratic Party. ra 

“When the bolters get out,’ said Mr. 
Bixby, ‘‘ we won't know it.” . 

Alexander Delmar told of his visit to the 
Committee on Resolutions in Chicago as a 
representative of the Silver Party, and 
then, after Alexander C, Lassen had de- 
clined to make a speech, Henfy B. Nichols 
talked and said, among other things: ‘“ Sil- 
ver will have a majority in every State 
west of New-York and south of Pennsyl- 
vania. We must join hands with the free 
agriculturist and the free farmer of the 
West or return to the condition of the 
serf.”” 

Thomas M. Thorpe, talking at the inter- 
national side of the coinage question, shout- 
ed: ‘Gen. Jackson paid his men in silver. 
He whipped the British, and we'll whip 
‘em again.” Mr, Thorpe thought Wall 
Street is a place of humbugs, hypocrites, 
and devils, who were trying to wreck the 
country. ‘ 

Then came Mr. Davis's first question. Mr. 
Delmar stood up quickly and told Mr. 
Davis that his question was awkward and 
showed he didn’t know what he was talking 
about. The reason why we want more 
money, Mr. Delmar said, is because our 
population and the exchanges in the hand- 
ling of rroducts have increased. 

John O’Brien of Harlem bellowed an an- 
swer on his own account to Mr. Davis. 
“What good is it to me,”’ he yelled, “if I 
see $2,400 worth of gold decorating a lady’s 
shopping bag if I haven’t the price of a 
beer in my pocket and my tongue stick- 
ing to the roof of my mouth. Don’t go into 
the intricacies of the question. That re- 
quires a giant brain and a college educa- 
tion. It never was intended that we should 
be poor. We are entitled to life. God and 
truth are with us. That’s the answrr to 
all questions.”

CLUB MEETING. 


Advocates for Gold Argue Against the 


Silver Platform, 


The Social Reform Club of 28 East Fourth 
Street, which, after every monthly mecting, 
indulges in a discussion, chose, last night, 
the topic of the day, gold and free silver. 
E. H. Crosby, who presided, said, in open- 
ing the discussion,,that the object was, pri- 
marily, to enlighten those present as to 
what the free-silver question means. 

There were no silver men present, and 
the gold advocates had the fleld to them- 
selves. The chief speakers were Max Op- 
penheimer and Wilton Graham. 

Mr. Graham said the great majority of 
the criers for free silver are those who 
are struggling to pay off the heavy mort- 
gages on their farms. They hope to get 
a fifty-cent dollar and thus give back only 
half of what they received when they took 
up the mortgages. Free silver, they believe, 
will increase speculation in land and thus 
giye them a chance to sell their farms. 

It is a fallacy, said Mr. Graham, to think 
that there will be more money in circula- 
tion in the event of the passage of.a free 
silver bill. There are now $500,000,000° in 
the Treasury and in the banks, which 
would be in circulation if it were needed. 

“Why,” asked Mr. Graham, “ should we 
support a man, nominated for the Presi- 
dency by a band of silver mine owners? 
They have in their pay a lot of men to 
talk for free silver not only on the stump 
but as representatives in office. They have 
bought newspapers and have had them run 
in the interest of free silver. Yet these 
are not the only advocates of this heresy. 
Eighty per cent. have borrowed hundreds 
of millions of dollars from the East and 
now want to pay back in money worth 
just one-half what they received.”

People are made, not -fo 
parties, but the parties are made for the people 
and the parties can only claim the support o 
the people when these /arties are efficient in- 
struments in the hands of the people for accom-! 
plishing good; and those who are called upon 
to yote have the: right to consider the platform 
utterances and the policies advocated by the 
various parties as well as the candidates who 
are nominated. . 

In this campaign I believe there will be less of 
hersonalities and more of principle than in an 
campaign which we have seen in recent years.! 
The people have before them two great publie 

vestions. We must not expect that any plat- 
orm will contain all you desire. No thinking 
person finds in any platform an-expression o 
everything which he believes; nor must you ex- 
pect that any platform -will be free from som 
objection. We select our party; we select ou 
platform, not in the hope of finding somethin 
which is absolutely in accord with our opinion, 
but we take that platform which for the tim 
being promises to us the best legislation on th 
raost important questions. ‘ 

And in this campaign it is decided by al} sideq 
that the most important issue is the money ques 
tion. It matters not whether you belfeve in th 
restoration of silver or in the gold standard, 
you must admit that the settlement of the mone 
question is of the first and greatest importance; 
one that when settled leaves nothing else to 
considered. On the money question the 
great parties have taken positions directly op 
posite to each other. 

Four years ago the position taken by the Re 
publicans and Democratic parties were aimos 
identical, The Republican Party said the Amer- 
ican people was in favor of bimetallism and 
the Democratic Party was holding to the use of 
gold and silyer as a standard: money for the 
country and to the coinage of both for money. 
Thus you see that both parties declared in favor 
of gold dnd silver as the money of our country.) 
Four years have passed since that plaftorm wad 
written, and these four years have been full of 
momentous happenings, but as this campaign ap- 
proached the great parties lined themselves up 
for the fray. é 

Upon this question the party at St. Louis de< 
clared for the maintenance of the gold standard, 
but that platform does not say that the gold 
standard is a good thing, because that platform 
pledges the party to get rid of the gold stand- 
ard, but declared that this change could not 
be made except by international agreement until 
the leading natians of the world should help. 

The Democratic Party met at Chicago, and it 
adopted the platform which is in direct opposie 
tion to the platform adopted at St, Louis. The 
St. Louis Convention declared for the mainte- 
nance of the gold standard until something else 
could be done in the near future. 

But more than-that the Republican platform 
did not. promise any complete monetary system. 
The Democratic Party outlined what it desire 
to have done and declared that the silver dollan 
should be of full legal-tender for all debts, public 
and private, and that such legislation should be 
enacted as is necessary to the restaration of 
unlimited coinage of silver and gold at the 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1 without waiting for 
the aid of any other nation. : 

We also declared that the silver dollar shoulé 
be full legal-tender for ‘all debts, public and 
private, and that such legislation should be 
enacted as is necessary to prevent for the future 
the demonetization of; any .legal money: . The 
platform declared that ‘the Government should 
exercises the right‘ to redeem its obligations. inj 
either gold or silver. 

The issue is drawn, and we have our choice In 
this campaign betweén an American financial) 
system for the American -people and an English) 
financial system for the English aristocracy. If 
I mistake not the patriotism of the people who 
have never been appealed to In vatn, there can! 
be tas one issue in this campaign, and but one 
result. 

If they ask us what about other questions, we 
tell them that so long as the right of self-gove- 
ernment is in danger there is no other question. 
Why discuss questions if we have not the power 
to decide them? 

But I want to impress .upon your minds two 
things. I want to ask two questions. They ar 
questions that will be asked over and over agai 
in this campaign, They ave questions we will 
be asked with ever increasing emphasis. These 
two questions are these: 

If the gold standard is a good thing, why, 
should we try to get rid of it, and@ if the gold 
standard is a bad thing, why should we wait 
until some other nations sre willing to help us 
let go? 

We care not upon which issue they force the 
fight. We are prepared to meet them upon either 
issue, or both, I thank you, friends and fellow< 
citizens for the interest which you have mani< 
fested, and for the compliment which you have 
paid to us by your assemblage here to-day. 
can but beg of you that you will remember your 
duty as citizens. 

We who stand upon the platform adopted at 
Chicago do not come to you as supplicants to 
beg for your votes. Your votes are your own, 
and no man is asked to°do anything save as his 
conscience dictates. And we beg you to study 
all the question§ presented, study all the issues 
involved, and then letyyour ballot register a@ 
free man’s will, " ry

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GLENCAIRN WINS AGAIN 





THE CANADIAN BOAT DEFEATS EL 
HEIRIE ON A TRIANGULAR COURSE, 


She Took the Lead at the Start and 
Was Never Headed—The Ameri- 
can Boat Gained a Littie at Dif- 
ferent Parts of the Race, but Her 
Chances Were Spoiled by Rather 
Poor Handling—To Race Again 
To-day. 


G. H. Duggan’s tiny craft Glencairn won 
the second race for the Seawanhaka Inter- 
national Challenge Cup yesterday. The 
race was over a triangular course, and the 
tontest was closer and more interesting 


than on Monday. The Glencairn was bet- 
ter handled than the El Heirie, and won 
morg on that account than because she 
was the better boat. 

The Crane brothers, who sailed the El 
Heirie, made one or two serious blunders. 
First of all, on the first leg they set their 
spinnaker over the balloon like a topsail, 
instead of having set it on the boom and 
guyed forward like the Glencairn’s. The 
result was that it had not anything like 
the drawing power of the Canuck’s, and the 
El Heirie was beaten badly in the first two 
miles. On the next two legs of the course 
she did very well, and gained considerably. 
She got so near to the Glencairn that on 
the first leg of the second round some 
thought she would take the lead, but when 
ske was doing well one of the brothers 
altered the trim of the boat by going for- 
ward to hold the spinnaker boom down. 
This stopped her at once, and the Glen- 
cairn managed to hold her lead. 

On the last leg, too, the trim of the boat 
Was altered, so that her rudder was con- 
siderably out of water, and the Canuck 
made a big gain. 

It was an average Summer day for @ 
yacht race. The wind was light, and at 
times almost died away. The Glencairn did 
reinarkably well in the light breeze, and 
ha? the race well in hand from start to 
finish. 

rto-day the third race of the series will 
be sailed. It will be to windward or leeward 
and return, and if the Glencairn wins, the 
cup will go to Canada. 

The course yesterday was a triangular 
one, Each leg was two miles, and the tiny 
racers were to sail twice around. A light 
breeze was blowing at the start from the 
northwest by west. The first leg of the 
course was east by north, one-half north, 
the second leg northwest, and the third 
south by west, one-half west. So the first 
leg was a free reach with booms to Star- 
beard, the second leg a beat, and the third 


a reach, with the wind a point abaft the 
port beam. 

The Dunderberg, with the committee on 
board, anchored at the starting line, Oyster 
Island Buoy, at 12:15, and five minutes later 
the preliminary signal was given. Both 
yachts were ready there for the race. The 
El Heirie, handled by the Crane Brothers, 
put a balloon jib in stops and loafed at the 
westward of the line. The Canadian, Glen- 
cairn, with G. H. Duggan at the stick and 
F. P. Shearwood as crew, had only a jib 
set. At 12:20 the preparatory signal was 
given, and the racers had five minutes to 
get to the line. A spinnaker was put in 
stops on the El Heirie, and when only one 
minute was left the Ei Heirie’s balloon jib 
was broken out, booms were eased to star- 
board, and both stood for the line. 

Mr. Duggan had judged his time beauti- 
fully, and crossed almost with the start- 
ing signal, at 12:35:11, and the EI! Heirie 
Was only seven seconds behind. Her work- 
ing jib set as a spinnaker and guyed well 
forward was broken out as she crossed. 
The Glencairn began to forge ahead at 
once. She kept to windward or her course, 
and seven minutes after the start her spin- 
naker was set and guyed forward like 
that on El Heirie. The Riverside and Hope 
started at the same time as the racers to 
try and beat the choice of the commit- 
tee and the Canuck if they could. Fifteen 
minutes after the start the wind had light- 
ened very much, but the Glencairn kept 
going and was nearly a quarter of a mile 
in the lead. It got very flat for a while, 
and the two racers were sailing in a little 
streak of wind less than 100 yards wide. 
As they approached the first mark the 
wind freshened again, and the Glencairn 
rapidly drew away. The times taken as they 
turned on the mark and hauled on the 
wind were:

Light sails were taken in and sheets 
trimmed flat on both boats.

This put the Glencairn about a quar- 
ter of a mile dead to windward. This hitch 
did not do Glencairn much good, as it 
turned out. The wind hauled a little more 
to the westward and E! Heirie was able 
to lay her course for the mark, while Glen- 
cairn had to come down with started 
sheets. The times taken at the mark and 
the elapsed times and gains are:

The Glencairn was still 2:36 in the lead 
@s they tacked around the mark, and then

The wind dropped very light on the third 
leg, and the boats made slow headway. At 
2:07 both made a short hitch to the west- 
ward, evidently going to meet a little puftr 
that was coming in. They kept on the port 
tack just two minutes, and then came about 
again and stood for the mark. The tide 
was running to the eastward, and set both 
boats down. They were able to fetch the 
mark without any more hitches. The times 
taken were:

The El Heirie h-d gained 8 seconds on 
the last two miles of the first round. In 
actual sailing, taking the time from when 
they crossed the line, the elapsed times 
were: Glencairn, 1:44:37; El Heirie, 1:46:58. 
The Glencairn just fetched the mark, and 
Mr. Duggan tried to jibe her boom over, 
but she would not jibe, so it was eased off 
to port and the spinnaker hauled up and 
broken out to starboard. The El Heirie 
Was jibed beautifully, and her spinnaker 
stuck out to port and her balloon jib set. 
As soon as Mr. Duggan saw the El Heirie 
ibe, the Glencairn’s spinnaker was taken 
n, her boom jibed over, and the spinnaker 
set to port. 

The El Heirie wes fast crawling up on 
the Canadian, and the hopes of the specta- 
tors began to revive. Bets were made that 
El Heirie would win, and one Boston enthu- 
g:ast bet that the Yankee boat would be in 
the lead at the next mark. For a while it 
looked as though he would win. Then 
Messrs. Duggan and Shearwood put on two 
wide-brimmed straw hats, and the Canuck 
at once began to improve her position, and 
the revived spirits of those who had hoped 
to see the Yankee win dropped again. They 
both ran to the north of the course, and 
fhad to take in light sail and jibe to fetch 
the mark. and then both jibed at the stake- 
boat.

Range Lights at Milton Point. 


MILTON PoINT, Ryu, N. Y., Juiy 14.—Range 
lights have been placed for the convenience 
of vessels entering Milton Harbor at night. There 
are two range lights showing red, so piaced, one 
behind and above the other, as to give the range 


midway between Ship Rock Buoy and the ten- 
foot Shoal 25, southwest of West Rock. The 
first or lower range light is placed upon the 
club dock, and is about 20 feet above mean low 
water. The rear or high range light is upon a 
staff on the shore about 200 feet distant, and is 
about 45 feet above mean low waiter. These 
lights are so screened as not to be visibie from 
the deck of a vessel when approaching the 
harbor from the southward or eastward until the 
course is clear of the Scotch Caps and West 
Rock. On the end of the pier there are two 
green ilghts suspended, one above the other, the 
higher of which is-about 20 feet above mean low 
water.

BosTon, July 14.—The famous cup defender, 
Puritan, whose rig was changed this Spring 
from sloop to schooner by her owner, ex-Commo- 
dore J. Malcom Forbes, of the Eastern Yacht 
Club, has been chartered for the season by Dr. 
W. Barton Hopkins of Philadelphia, who will use 
her at Newport, where he has a Summer home. 


Dr. Hopkins was the purchaser in 1892 of the 
46-footer Gloriana, tr»m E., D. Morgan, her 
original owner, and with Capt. John Barr in com- 
mand, raced her against ‘‘the Adams boys ”’ 
in the Harpoon.

Hearing in Case of Alieged Shoplift-

THE TWENTY-THIRD’S GOOD WORK. 


Every Qne at State Camp Greatly 
Pieased with It. 


State CAMP, PEEKSKILU, N. Y., July 14.— 
The Twenty-third Regiment is setting a 
pace that other regiments that come to 
camp this year will find it hard to follow. 
The work it is doing is thoroughly excel- 
lent in every particular. It has gone 
throvgh the battalion drills with only those 
mistakes that are to be looked fer in a 
regiment that has been doing a major part 
of its work in an armory, and its drills need 
no criticism.

The Twenty-third Regiment is feeling dis- 
appointed to-night because Gov.

He has 
promised to come the first week in August, 
however, when the cavalry and the Fourth 
Regiment are in camp, but that is not very 
consoling to the Twenty-third. 

Nevertheless, they are gol to try and 
have one gala day during the week, on 
which they will tender Gen. McAlpin a re- 
view. Whether that will be Thursday or 
Friday has not been officially determined, 
but it will probably be Thursday. 

The veterans of the regiment will not 
have an excursion this year, but friends of 
the regiment are expected up just the 
same. 

Company D looks forward to entertaining 
its friends to-morrew. 

There was a pleasing departure from the 
routine work this afternoon for the officers 
in the way of pistol practice. The old 
rifle butts to the north of. the camp were 
utilized, the range being shortened for the 
pistols. There were two targets, one for 
the ‘“‘non coms” and one for the officers. 
Some very good scoring was done, and the 
afternoon was thoroughly enjoyed. 

The Armory Board held a meeting at 
State Headquarters during the afternoon. 
The board is composed of Gen. McdAlpin, 
Gen. McLewee, and Gen. Fiagler. Plans 
for the building and repair of armories were 
looked over, but nothing of direct impor- 
tance was done. 

Next week the Second Battery detail will 
have a platoon of guns and _ caissons 
brought here from their armory in the city 
with the necessary horses and an increase 
in the detail to handle them.

ARTHUR ADAMS’S BODY FOUND. 


The Ticket Placed on It Had in Some 
Way Been Changed. 


The mystery surrounding the alleged dis- 
appearance of the body of Arthur Adams, 
who died recently on Blackwell's Island of 
paralysis, was cleared up yesterday morn- 
ing, 

A body ticketed as that of Arthur Adams 
Was sent to the Morgue from the island 
Monday. It was given to the relatives 
of the deceased, but when the undertaker 
was emblaming it it was discovered that a 
mistake had been made in the bodies. 

Arthur Adams’s brother declared that the 
body which was being embalmed wasn’t that 
of his brother, and he ordered it to be sent 
back to the Morgue. The body was ac- 
cordingly taken back to the Morgue. It 
was that of an old man with gray hair 
and whiskers; Arthur Adams had light- 
brown, curly hair, and was only thirty- 
nine years old. 

The mystery remained unsolved until yes- 
terday morning, when William C. Holton, 
the nurse who attended Arthur Adams in 
the almshouse ol ‘Blackwells Island, 
called at the Morgue. He examined all the 
bodies and identiried the one that was tick- 
eted Arthur Adams as that of James Mc- 
Grane, seventy-five years ol}, of 327 East 
One Hundred and Fifteenth Street, who 
died on Monday in the almshouse 

Then the body ticketed James McGrane 
was shown to Holton, and he immediately 
identified it as that of Arthur Adams. 

How one body was substituted for the 
other is still unexplained. Superintendent 
John W, Terry of Blackwell’s Island was 
an early visitor at the Morgue. He had 
read the story of the bodies and was great- 
ly concerned over the mistake. 

He sent for the relatives of 
further identify the body. 

Dr. Bonner, who performed the autopsy 
on the body of Arthur Adams, was also 
at the Morgue yesterday. He said he had 
permission to perform the autopsy from 
Mrs. Charlotte Adams, the mother of the 
deceased. 

The life of the deceased was insured for 
$150 in the Prudential Life. 

Superintendent Murphy of Bellevue Hos- 
pital is going to make an investigation of 
the whole affair,

NEW-FANGLED SHIP HERE 





FIRST APPEARANCE OF A WHALE- 


BACK SAILER IN THIS PORT. 


Her Bulging diaes Enable Her to Ride 
Any Sen—Pnt to a Severe Test in 
an Voyage from the Cape of Good 


Hope—Twelve Knots an Hour 


with the Wind Abeam—Her Name 


Is the Ancona—Moored at Van 


Brunt Street, Brookly.. 


A rather remarkable specimen of marine 
architecture came into port yesterday. The 
British four-masted steel ship Ancona, 
a sailing whaleback, Capt. Lemuel E. Rob- 
bins, arrived from Cape Town, Cape of 


Good Hope, after a pleasant run of fifty- 
two days. There are many whaleback 
steamships afloat, and they have at times 
entered this port, but this is the first time 
that a whaleback sailing vessel has been 
seen here. 

The Ancona was built at Greenock, Scot- 
land, by Russel & Co., in 1893, from de- 
signs furnished by Capt. Robert J. Kelly 
of Liverpool, England, an old sea Captain 
and shipowner, who is the managing Di- 
rector of the company which owns the 
Ancona and her sister ship, the Bermuda. 
She is built of steel throughout. She has 
four masts, the fore, main, and mizzen 
masts being of soft steel up to the top- 
gallant yards. They are square-rigged. 
The jigger mast is a steel pole, and is 
schooner-rigged. The vessel carries a re- 
markably large spread of canvas, The 
rigging is all of steel wire. There are no 
chain plates, the shrouds being fixed to 
steel eyes bolted outside of the ship. The 
Ancona is 300 fcet over all and her extreme 
breadth is 48 feet. Her broad deck is 
flush fore and aft, as there is no forecastle 
head or poop deck. 

The stem of the Ancona is like that of any 
other large sailing vessel, but about twenty 
feet abaft the stem the sides appear to 
bulge out. This peculiartity extends to the 
stern. The whaleback formation of the 
sides makes the Ancona a dry ship, as it 
prevents her from shipping seas, and this is 
greatly helped by the fact that there are 
twelve feet of freeboard even when she is 
fully laden. She is of 2,570 tons’ burden, 
and can carry more than 4,000 tons’ dead 
weight. 

Capt. Robbins said yesterday that the An- 
cona was a fair sailer and a good sea boat. 
She received a severe test In a succession of 
severe southeast gales while off Cape Horn 
on a recent voyage, and behaved well un- 
der the strain of the severest weather 
Capt. Rebbins had experienced during his 
life at sea. 

The first voyage of the Ancona was made 
in 1894, when she took a cargo of paint‘ 
from Cardiff to Rio de Janeiro. Her next 
voyage was with a cargo of coal from New- 
castle, New South Wales, to San Diego, 
Lower California. From there she went in 
ballast to Portland, Oregon, where she was 
laden with wheat and sailed to Queenstown 
for orders. From Queenstown she went to 
Barrow-on-Furness. After discharging her 
cargo there she went to Penarth for a cargo 
of coal, which she conveyed to Cape Town. 
She came from that port in ballast to New- 
York, consigned to J. H. Winchester & Co., 
and will load with a cargo of case oil for 
Shanghai, 

The voyage from Cape Town was pleas- 
ant. Nothing unusual occurred except that 
James Burchell, a sailor, forty years ‘old, 
fell into the lower hold on June 4, and died 
some hours after the accident from his in- 
juries. He was buried at sea the next day. 
On several days during the voyage, with a 
good breeze abaft the beam, the Ancona 
made twelve knots an hour. 

This peculiar looking ship is now lying at 
the foot of Van Brunt Street, Brooklyn. 





GARBAGE IN **CAT ALLEY.” 


Left Standing Until Police Headquar- 
ters Men Complained. 


Inspector Cortright made a complaint to 
the Street Cleaning Department yesterday 
because four barrels of refuse had been al- 
lowed to remain standing in ‘‘ Cat Alley,” 
opposite Police Headquarters since late last 
Thursday afternoon. The stench from 
them was frightful. Ash cart drivers have 
been in the neighborhood every day, but 
they would not remove the refuse because 
it had not been properly separated. Paper 
was mingled with ashes and garbage. 

Inspector Cortright could not see why the 
.ives of a score or two of children should 
be endangered for any such excuse. He 
also asked the authorities at the Mulberry 
Street Station what action the police who 
patrol the post opposite Police Headquar- 
ters had taken, and he was surprised to 
find that no report had been made of the 
stench or of the Street-Cleaning Depart- 
ment’s neglect. 

A policeman was at once sent to ‘Cat 
Alley,” but by that time Dr. Roberts of 
the Health Department’s Sanitary Bureau 
had induced Col. Waring’s department to 
send an ash cart man to the alley to re- 
move the nuisance. The ash man declared 
that he took refuse away from the place 
last Saturday and Sunday, but every one 
at Police Headquarters said the contrary 
was true. 





Danger in Area Railings. 


Helen Heward, twenty-two months old, fell 
into an areaway at 52 East One Hundred and 
Zighteenth Street June 21, killing herself, At 
the inquest yesterday, before Coroner Tuthill, it 
was shown that the railing around the areaway 
was a single bronze bar, two feet from the 
ground. The one who planned the railing did 
not have in mind the safety of children. As 
such railings are common throughout the city, 
the Coroner thought that the Building Department 
Was at fault for letting them be put up, and the 
jury rendered a verdict censuring this depart- 
ment. 





East Side Landlords Warned. 


Thirty landlords and real estate agents of the 
lower east side were present in the Essex Market 
Police Court yesterday in answer to summonses 
issued at the request of Acting Capt. Hogan and 
Detectives Nell, Carter, and Webb of the El- 
dridge Street Police Station, and were warned 
not to let apartments to disorderly women. Some 
of the men had been warned in court before, but 
the others denied knowing the character of their 
tenants. Magistrate Kudlich warned all of them 
that if they were brought into court again he 
would hold them to await the action of the Grand 
Jury.

WCONNOR WAS NOT: DEAD. 


Daughter Said He Was—Wants Part of 
His Wife's Estate. 


Mary O’Connor, who for many years had 
been running lodging houses at 10 and-12 
Dover Street, died June 18, leaving an es- 
tate variously estimated at between $1,000 
and $5,000. Her daughter, Catharine T. 
Austin, applied for letters of administra- 
tion on the estate, and in her petition 
swore that the decedent left no husband; 
in other words, that the father of the pe- 
titioner was dead; that she was thirty 
years of age, and that the estate was 
worth about $1,000, 

The matter came up yesterday before Sur- 
rogate Fitzgerald, when it was discovered 
that the husband of the deceased was very 
much alive; that through his attorney, 
Samuel Cohn of Temple Court, he opposes 
the application of his daughter for the 
letters on his wife’s estate, and asks that 
he, as the husband of the decedent, be ap- 
pointed administrator. 

Counsel for Mrs. Austin admitted that 
Michael O’Connor, the husband, was alive, 
by stating that he was an inmate, and 


nad been for many ,years, of the Alms- 
house, despite the fact that the petitioner 
said her father was dead. Counsel claimed 
that O’Connor deserted his family thirteen 
years ago, and that they had heard nothing 
of him since. 

Mr. Cohn presented the affidavit of O’Con- 
nor, in which he states that he was married 
to the decedent in 1864, and lived with her 
until nine years ago, when she and her 
five children put him out of the house. He 
says he has been a laboring man, but that 
he was sixty-four years of age*and feeble 
at the time, and that since then he has 
been an inmate of various charitable in- 
stitutions, and is now in the Almshouse 
on Blackwell’s Island. He says that the 
petitioner well knew he was alive when 
She said he was dead. He says that the 
allegation made by the petitioner that she 
is thirty years of age is untrue, as she is 
forty-two years of age, and that the es- 
tate, instead of being worth, as she swears, 
$1,000, is worth $5,000. 

He says his daughters never told him of 
his wife’s death, but that it was discov- 
ered accidentally by him through a friend, 
who gave him the information. He says 
that he verily believes the informa- 
tion concerning the death of his wife was 
kept from his by his daughters designedly 
with intent to deprive him of any share 
of the estate to which he may be entitled, 
and that this fact was made very evident 
from the oath of Mrs. Austin in swearing 
that the decedent left no husband sur- 
viving when she knew the contrary to be 
the fact. 

Surrogate Fitzgerald asked Mr. Cohn if 
O’Connor could give security as administra- 
tor, and the attorney stated that he had 
secured the Lawyers’ Surety Company as 
security if O’Connor was appointed. The 
Surrogate asked the other side whv this 
disposition would not do, or why the daugh- 
ter and father could not be joined as ad- 
ministrators. The attorneys could not 
agree in the matter, and the Surrogate took 
the papers and reserved decision. 





RAVAGES OF THE ARMY WORM. 


Commisioner Wieting Issues Instruc- 
tions for Its Destruction, 


- 

ALBANY, July 14.—State Agricultural Com- 
missioner Charles A. Wieting has received 
numerous letters from various sections of 
the State complaining of the ravages of the 
army worm and asking what measures can 
be taken to fight the pest, 

Commissioner Wieting has obtained the 
following instructions to the farmers of the 
State from State Entomologist LAntner, out- 
lining the best method to destroy the worm: 

The injuries that the army worm are causing 
and the alarm that they are exciting are evi- 
denced by the telegrams that are being received 
at this office asking for help and that the best 
remedies be wired at once, In several of the 
instances so far, the caterpillars have come. out 
of fields of rye to invade cornfields adjoining. 
It is probably now too late to confine them to 
the ryefields, as their work there has largely 
been done, and they have taken no other food 
plants. A deep ditch or furrow along the field 
with a perpendicular wall on the outer edge 
would have caught most of them, and holes alle 
a foot or two deep at fifteen or twenty feet apart 
would in a short time be filled with them, where 
they could be easily crushed or killed with kero- 
sene. A broad band of tar also makes a good 
barrier. 

When marching over a comparatively smooth 
piece of ground a heavy roller can be used to 
crush them. When already entered into a corn- 
field they may be kept from proceeding further 
by ditching as above indicated. A few rows 
in advance of the progressing army should be 
sprayed with paris green in water or dusted 
while the dew is on with dry paris green and 
air-slacked lime. 

These are the most approved remedies, but it 
is now pretty late for their use. A large part 
of the injuries have already been done. Many 
of the caterpillars have matured, and have en- 
tered the ground for their change to the moth. 
In from three to four weeks after hatching 
from the egg they reach their full growth. Dur- 
ing the last three or four days they consume 
more than in all the rest of their lives. The 
greater proportion are now nearly full grown, 
but there are still a few which are about one- 
third grown, and these may feed for nearly three 
weeks longer. It is not quite certain that this 
is the true army wormk ,Leucania unipuncia. 
Some of its operations indicate that it may prove 
to be what is known as the ‘‘ wheat head army 
worm,’’ Leucania albolinea. The caterpillars of 
the two are so much alike that I cannot de- 
termine this point until some of the moths have 
been reared, 

The ‘‘army worm,’’ when abundant, is usu- 
ally attacked by a parasite fly, which lays a num- 
ber of its eggs on the fore part of the body, near 
the head. None of these are to be seen on the 
caterpillars now with us, nor has any other 
parasite been observed preying upon It. 

LEOMINSTER, Mass., July 14.—This morn- 
ing the army worm struck North Leomin- 
ster. Millions of them entered a three-acre 
field of heavy grass on Lewis Phelps’s farm 
and in a few hours everything was de- 
voured. There is great excitement in this 
section over the appearance of the pest. 

WATERBURY, Conn., July 14.—The elm- 
tree beetle nas arrived in large numbers 
within the last two weeks, and scores of 
trees have been denuded and many killed. 
The ravages already exceed those of last 
year. There are as yet no indications here 
of the army worm, 





WILLIAMS WILL BE DISMISSED. 


He Is the Policeman Who, It Is Said, 
Was Indicted Out West. 


The trial of Patrolman John A. Will- 
iams of the Charles Street Police Station, 
who, it is said, was indicted at Minneapolis 
in 1898 for attempted extortion and who 
swore in his application for appointment 
that he was never indicted for or convicted 
of any crime, was continued before Commis- 
sioner Roosevelt yesterday. At the last 
hearing Edward W. Hoban, a former police- 
man of Minneapolis, identified Williams as 
the man who was indicted at Minneapolis. 

Lovis J. Grant went on with Williams’s 


defense. The first witness was Charles E. 
Story, a keeper in the Tombs Prison. He 
said that: ex-Officer Hoban visited the 
Tombs, whije Williams was confined there, 
for the purpose of identifying him. After 
he left the cell where Williams was con- 
fined Hoban said to Story that he made a, 
“curious”. identification, as he had only 
seen Williams once before, and that was 
behind prison bars three years ago. 

Capt. Price of the Tremont Police Sta- 
tion said that Hoban called on him a few 
weeks ago and informed him that he was 
the policeman who arrested Williams at 
Minneapolis. This Hoban denied. He said 
that he did not arrest Williams, but saw 
him arraigned in court on an indictment. 

Patrolman Williams, in his own defense, 
denied that he was ever indicted for or con- 
victed if any crime. He qualified his state- 
ment by adding “to his knowledge.’’ He 
also denied that he confessed to Inspector 
Cortright or Acting Captain German that 
he had been indicted.

TRYING TO SAVE MURDERERS. 


Counsel for Mackin and Genz Using 
Every Possible Expedient. 


Counsel for John Mackin and Paul Genz, 
sentenced to be hanged in the Hudson 
County Jail, at Jersey City, to-morrow, are 
still trying to save their clients. 

William S. Stuhr, counsel for Genz, who 
had applied to Gov. Griggs for a reprieve, 
was notified yesterday by the Governor that 
he would not interfere. This leaves him 
no remedy, his application for a writ of er- 
ror having been denied by Chancellor Mc- 
Gill, but to appeal to the United States 
courts, as was done in Hallinger’s case by 


Charles J. Pershall. Mr. Stuhr declined to 
say whether or not he would do this. He 
said that he would consult with Genz to- 
day and would be governed entirely by his 
client’s wishes. 

John N. Dennin, counsel for Mackin, went 
to Trenton yesterday and applied to Chan- 
cellor McGill for a writ of error, on the 
ground that Mackin was insane when he 
killed his wifé and mother-in-law. The ap- 
plication was denied. 

Mr. Dennin then returned to Jersey City, 
where he resorted to a novel plan. He pre- 
pared a writ of error, in all respects as if 
it had been regularly granted, assuming 
that the writ of error was a writ of right, 
and not of grace. He filed this document 
at 8 o’clock P. M. with Judge Lippincott. 

When it was presented to him, Judge Lip- 
pincott indorsed the time of its reception 
upon the back and directed the clerk to file 
it. Mr. Dennin claims*that this writ will 
act asa stay. Judge Lippineott declined to 
express any opinion in the matter. 

Mr. Dennin, when spoken to last night, 
could give no precedent for his act, but said 
that the writ of error is a right guaranteed 
by the Constitution, which is the point in- 
volved in the Kohl case, now pending in the 
Court of Errors and Appeals. 

Mackin himself has given up hope and Is 
resigned to his fate. His parents visited 
him at the jail yesterday, taking with them 
his little boy. The parting was very af- 
fecting as regards Mackin and his parents, 
but the boy, who is only three years old, 
romped about the corridor as if he were en- 
joying a holHday. 

Genz is not merely resigned. ‘‘I am anx- 
ious,’”’ he says, ‘*‘ to be hanged, and have an 
end put to all the trouble.”’

BENEVOLENT LEGION. 


Opening of the New-York State Coun- 
ceil in Rochester, 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., July 14.—The New- 
York State Council of the Catholic Benevo- 
lent Legion opened its fourteenth annual 
convention here to-day. After a street pa- 
rade this morning, mass was celebrated by 
the Rev. John J. McNamee of New-York, 
State Spiritual Adviser, in Cathedral Hall, 
The Right Rev. B. J. McQuaid, Bishop of 
Rochester, occupied the episcopal throne, 
and in ar address said: 


You come to this cathedral to ask the bless- 
ing of God upon your deliberation. The Church 
commends a work that shows a manly, g0- 
ahead spirit within the bounds and limits set. 
It is only when men proceed without God’s 
blessing that they go astray. Many of these 
organiations are of such character that the 
doors are barred to every Catholic. They re- 
quire an oath that makes them slaves of oth- 
ers, for they give up their thought and will. 
Such an organization is unworthy of American 
citizens, 

Your organization is not a church organiza- 
tion. If I were talking to priests I wou ad- 
vise them to have nothing to do with your or- 
ganizations as pastors. If they wish to join as 
members let them do so. Now let me give you 
a piece of advice. Beware of politics. Eschew 
politics these days; a man loses little by do- 
ing so. Two years ago an order—not a Church 
organization, but composed largely of Catholics— 
sold themselves to a political party. Their lead- 
ers got office, the President got high office, but 
the 100,000 members got nothing except the be- 
trayal of their order. 

I wish in this country there were only one 
nationality. You are all Catholics. I would wish 
you to be Catholic Americans in the broadest 
and most patriotic sense. 

This evening there was a mass meeting at 
which Assemblyman J. M. E. O’Grady pre- 
sided. The list of speakers included State 
President Richard J. Hutchinson of New- 
York; Bernard J. York, State Chancellor, 
of Brooklyn; Anselm J. Smith of Buffalo, 
and William J. Cando of Buffalo.

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OBJECTS TO BUILDING THE ROAD 


Mrs. O’Brien’s Case Against the Union 
Railway Company. 


Justice Stover, in Special Term, Part I., of 
the Supreme Court, yesterday heard argu- 
ments of counsel on either side on a motion 
for the continuance of a temporary injunc- 
tion obtained by Mary J. O’Brien restrain« 
ing the Union Railway Company from con- 
structing the section of the road which is 
to pass by her property. 

Mrs. O’Brien was_represented by James 
E. Deering, who said that she had not given 
her consent to the construction of the road 
on Jerome Avenue and in front of her prop- 
erty, which is on Jerome Avenue, between 
One Hundred and Sixty-first Street and the 
Harlem River. 

Mr. Deering said counsel for the defend- 
ant claimed the right to construct the road 
under an act of the Legislature passed in 
1892, which amended an act passed in 1863, 
granting a franchise to the Harlem Bridge, 
Fordham and Morrisania Railway Company 
to construct surface roads in Fordham and 
Morrisania. 

The act of 1892, Mr. Deering said, per- 
mitted the Harlem Bridge, Fordham and 
Morrisania Railway Company to consolidate 
within two months with two other compa- 
nies in order to construct roads provided for 
by the act, 

Mr. Deering said that this was done by 
consolidating with two paper companies, 
and this consolidation was organized as the 
Union Railway Company. Mr. Deering con- 
tended that the act of 1892 was illegal and 
unconstitutional, as it repealed portions of 
the act of 1865, which provided that all such 
franchises should be sold by public auction 
by the city to the highest bidder, and that 
the company constructing the road should 
keep the surface of the street in repair and 
also keep the streets free from ice and 
snow. 

He further contended that the consent of 
the Commissioners of Street Improvements in 
the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards 
should also have been obtained by the de- 
fendant. This consent was not obtained. 
The Union Railway Company, Mr. Deering 
said, claimed under the act of 1892 the right 
to construct thirty-five miles of railway be- 
tween the Harlem River and the northern 
limits of the city, the greater portion of 
which had not been contemplated under the 
act of 1863. 

He asked the Court to hold that, as the 
defendant company had not complied with 
the provisions of the act of 1863, it should 
be restrained from the construction of :tg 
line in front of the property of Mrs. O’Brien, 

Ex-Gov, Hoadly of Hoadly, Lauterbach & 
Johnson appeared on behalf of the Union 
Railway Company, and opposed the contin<« 
uance of the injunction. 

“The portion of the road to which tha 
plaintiff objects,” said ex-Gov. Hoadly, “ is 
that on Jerome Avenue, between One Hun; 
dred and Sixty-first Street and Macomb’s 
Dam Bridge, on the Harlem River. : 

“Under the act of 1863, which applied 
solely to the towns of West,Farms and Mor. 
risania, the Union Railway Company has a 
perfect right to construct this portion of 
the line, although the plaintiff might hava 
some ground of objection if her property 
were situated near the northern limit of 
Jerome Avenue, which is the town of West, 
chester, in which district we had no rightg 
by the act of 1863. 

“The plaintiff bought her property from 
one Arthur O'Neill, who gave his writtea 
consent to the construction of this portion 
of the line, and this clearly prevents the 
plaintiff from coming into-court for an in- 
junction on the ground that her consent hag 
not been obtained.”’ 

Mr. Hoadly further contended that if Mra, 
O’Brien had any remedy it: was not by in+ 
junction. 

“All the other objections; raised by Mr. 
Deering,’’ said Mr. Hoadly, ‘are met by 
the decision of Justice O’Brién in a case ar- 
gued by me in a suit for an injunction 
brought to enjoin the Lexington Avenue and 
Pavonia Railway from building its road. 

“T argued in favor of that injunction, but 
my arguments were overruled, and I fel 
compelled to abide by Justice O’Brien.”’ 

Justice Stover reserved decision, 





WEATHER TOO HOT FOR HIM 


Ince Disrobed for a Nap in Mrs 


Grannis’s Yard. 


Mrs. Elizabeth B. Grannis of 33 East 
Twenty-second Street is the President of 
the National League for the Promotion of 
Social Purity. Edward Ince, fifty-four 
years old, no home, walked through her 
house on Monday afternoon, undressed 
himself in the back yard, and then lay 
down in the yard in a state of perfect 
nudity. 

According to Mrs. Grannis, Ince is an 
upholsterer, but for the last ten years he 
has been cast off by all his relatives, be- 
cause he was in the habit of drinking to 
excess every time he managed to secure any, 
money. She says she felt sorry for him and 
for some time has employed him to do odd 
jobs around the house. For this she paid 
him very sparingly, not for the purpose of 
saving money for herself, but because she 
knew that whatever she paid him would 
go for drink. 

Mrs. Grannis on Saturday afternoon for- 
got her usual plan and paid Ince $10.80 for 
some work he had done about the house. 
She saw no more of him until 4 o’clock on 
Monday afternoon, when he visited the 
house very drunk. Before he could be 
stopped he walked through the house and 
into the back yard. She told him to go 
away from the house, as she did not want 
him there when he was drunk. For an an- 
swer he told her that he intended to stay 
in the yard all night, and, as it was very 
warm, he would go to bed immediately. 

Ince then calmly began to take off his 
clothing. He took off every stitch he had on 
and lay down in the yard. Mrs. Grannis 
called Policeman Aitken of the West Thir- 
tieth Street Police Station, who arrested 
Ince on a — of disorderly conduct, and 
finally induced him to dress, after a great 
deal of trouble. Then Aitken took Ince to 
the station house and locked him up. 

When arraigned in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court yesterday morning Ince said 
to Magistrate Flammer that he had not 
meant to offend Mrs. Grannis. He said that 
he went to the toolhouse in the rear of tha 
yard to get his tools, and when he found’ 
how hot it was he thought that he would 
take off his clothing and enjoy a nap, as he 
believed that he was unobserved. Magistrate 
Flammer committed him to the workhouse. 
Ince, as he was led away, said that this 
meant forty days’ imprisonment for him, as 
his last term was for twenty days.

“ELECTORS” AND THE BALLOT, 

Among the ill-advised changes made in 

the election law of this Btate at the last 
session of the Legislature was the inter- 
polation of the following in the section 
relating to the “form of general ballot”: 
“At elections at which Presidential Elect- 
ors are to be voted for the names of the 
candidates for President and Vice Presi- 
dent shal! be placed on the ticket imme- 
diately below the name of the party mak- 
ing the nominations and above the heavy 
ruled line preceding the names of the 
Presidential Electors.’”’ Such a provision 
is quite out of place in a State election 
law, because no party in a State makes 
nominations for President and Vice Pres- 
ident, and itis the theory of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States that the Elect- 
ors appointed by each State, “tin such 
manner as the Legislature thereof may 
direct,’ shall independent 
choice in voting for President and Vice 
President. Whatever custom may have 
grown up in our politics, they still have 
ithe Constitutional power and right to ex- 
ercise such a choice, which no State law 
can restrict. 
The purpose of the new provision of 
the ballot law was doubtless a further 
identification of the patty ticket, but for 
that it is quite superfluous, as the party 
name and emblem identify the whole col- 
umn over which they are placed. Put- 
ting on the names of the candidates for 
President and Vice President, who are 
not and ean not bé directly voted for, is 
of no legal or Constitutional effect, and 
would in no way limit the liberty of 
choice of the Presidential Electors any 
more than the nomination of the eandi- 
dates by National Conventions does so, 
but it adds to what might be regarded as 
the moral or conventional obligation and 
increases the embarrassment of the pres- 
ent situation for those Democrats who do 
not regard the nominees of the Chicago 
Convention as legitimate candidates of 
the party and will not support them. 

Suppose, for instance, that the regular 
Democratic organization in this State at 
its regular State Convention should nom- 
inate candidates for Presidential Elect- 
ors and bind them by specific instructions 
to vote for hone but sound-money candi- 
dates for President and Vice President of 
the United States. It might in terms in- 
struct them not to vote for Bryan and 
SEWALL or to vote for McKINLEY and 
HoBART or te vote for the sound-money 
Democratic candidates, if such shall be 
put up, but those candidates for Presi- 
dential Electors in the Democratic col- 
umn on the ballot would have above them 
the names of the.candidates for President 
and Vice President of “ the party making 
the nominations.” As the party nomina- 
tions are made by the National Conven- 
tions, the law would probably be econ- 
strued to require putting above the Dem- 
ocratic Bleetoral ticket, if there was one, 
the names of WriLLIaAM J. BRYAN and AR- 
THUR SBWALL. 

As we have said, this could not bind 
the Electors if they should be chosen to 
vote for those eandidates, but it would 
raise thé claim-on the part of such voters 
as desired to support BRYAN and SEwaLL 
that good faith required them to do so; 
notwithstanding the instructions of the 
State Convention: These voters could 
claim that they were voting the regular 
ticket, not merely for Electors, but for 
President and Vice President, and the 
situation would make more trouble. Thé 
sound-money Democrats could not have 
an Electoral ticket in another column or 
underother names-of candidates for Pres- 
ident and Vice President without aban- 
doning their ground as the regulaf party 
organization. If there should be ho third 
tieket, they coukd not nominate or “ in- 
dorse” the Republican ¢andidates for 
Electors and have their names printed in 
the Democratic column, as has been sug:

gested, for that would put them undef | 
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the names of BRYAN and SEWALL as well 
as label them Democratic. 

But suppose the regular Democratic 
State Convention should put no candi- 
dates for Presidential Electors in nomi- 
nation. That would leave the space at 
the top of the Democratic column on the 
ballot blank, and no names of candidates 
for President and Vice President would 
appear there. If supporters of BRYAN 
and SEWALI. who called themselves Dem-~ 
ocrats desired an Electoral ticket on the 
ballot, apart from the Labor Party or the 
People’s Party, they would have to nom- 
inate it by certificate with not less than 
6,000 signatures, of which at least 50 
would have to come from each county in 
the State, and the Democratic State tick- 
et could not go with it. If the regular 
Democratic column on the ballot con- 
tained no candidates for Electors, any 
one who desired to vote for Democratic 
candidates for State offices and for Con- 
gress and the Assembly, and also for the 
Republican Electors, would have to mark 
his Democratic column in the circle and 
each name for Presidential Elector in the 
Republican column, but the latter would 
be a useless formality, as the success of 
the Republican Electoral ticket would be 
assured by lack of opposition. It may be 
a question whether the best plan of ex- 
hibiting the Democratic strength without 
any abandonment of principle may not 
be to leave the space for Presidential 
Electors eloquently blank on the ballot 
and concentrate upon the. rest of the 
ticket. 








THE REGULAR ORGANIZATIONS, 

It is incredible that the Democratic or- 
ganization leaders in any Eastern State 
will commit the frightful blunder of giv- 
ing the party sanction to the Chicago 
nominations. If it were a matter solely 
of morals, those who are shaky might 
conceivably go wrong, but prudence and 
self-preservation come into play here.

In this State and this city leadefs of 
the Democracy who counsel support of 
BrYAN and SEWAL.L will be set down as 
being full-of audacity or void of sense. 





SENATOR GORMAN, 

Mr. GorMAN has announced in The 
New-York Journal that he is ‘“ deter- 
mined to stand by ithe Democratic Party 
as” he has “always done.” This is 
doubtless intended as a statement that 
he will vote for and use such power as 
remains to him to secure the election of 
Bryan and SEWALL. The statement as 
to his past is an unlucky qualification. 
He has “always stood by the Demo- 
cratic Party ’’ when he could serve his 
personal ends by doing so. When he 
could not, he has betrayed the party. 
Very likely he will support Bryan and 
SEWALL now, if he thinks that it will not 
cost him too much, but in such support 
he will be working partly for his own 
advantage, partly for revenge. It has 
been for revenge that he has lately 
worked. That was his motive in refrain- 
ing from opposition to the movement that 
turned the Chicago Convention over to 
the silver men and Populists. That was 
his motive in skulking from the National 
Committee and sending a silver man as 
substitute. Very likely he has given more 
than negative aid to the movement. His 
ways are subtle and secret and treacher- 
ous, and this particular kind of treachery 
would be natural to him, though he would 
cover it up. 

No decent Democrat will be sorry to see 
GoRMAN in the Populist camp and out cf 
the Democratic camp. Every decent Dem- 
ocrat would have rejoiced long ago had 
this traitor been also a deserter. For 
years he has been a persistent, cunning, 
unprincipled foe of all true Democracy 
and all true Democrats. He has dis- 
graced and demoralized the party wher- 
ever his influence could be felt, and his 
professed loyalty has been merely the 
cloak behind which he has used his evil 
gifts and his trained faculty for intrigue 
and corruption to defeat the purposes of 
genuine Democracy. He was the chief 
of the cabal in the Senate which sold out 
tariff reform to the Sugar Trust. He was 
the recognized leader of the group whose 
obvious purpose won for them the scorn- 
ful title of the ‘‘Senators from Have- 
meyer.” His falseness in the great fight 
for honest money in the Autumn of 1893 
was equally well known and its motive 
just as bad. Nothing in the way of chi- 
eane, intrigue, duplicity, and downright 
lying that would serve his base purposes 
abashed or discouraged him. He came 
out of that session of Congress the most 
detested and detestable figure in the pol- 
ities of the day. 

He returned to his State, where he had 
been for a dozen years the invincible ruler 
of the majority party, confident that the 
power he had held so long and so firmly 
by corruption and violence would still 
suffice to “ vindicate” his course. Then, 
for the first time in his long and shame- 
fully successful career, he discovered that 
he had goné too far. Men who had held 
their hands from fighting him for fear of 
hurting the party now knew that fighting 
him was the only way to Save the party. 
In, 1891, oh & small vote, his candidate 
for Governor had carried the State by 
30,151 majority. In 1892, on a very heavy 
vote, Mr. CLEVELAND had 21,180. In 1893, 
before GoRMAN had unmasked himself, 
the State ticket was pulled through on 
the smallest vote cast in a dozen years. 
In 1894 half tne Congressional districts 
were lost and the Republican total vote 
was greater than the Democratic, 

But in 1895 GorMan, with fatuous in- 








solence, made his own dictatorship the 


issue. He was absolutely overwhelmed. | 
The vote, compared with 1892, stood thus:

He is 
not a Democrat. They are not Demo- 
crats. They go well together, and it is 
well that they go. 








THE NEW CANADIAN GOVERNMENT. 

The taking of the oath of office by Mr. 
LAURIER, as Premier of the Dominion of 
Canada, has’ necessarily given rise to 
much speculation on both sides of the 
Atlantic as to the purposes with which 
he takes office. 

The question which most concerns peo- 
ple outside of Canada is the question 
what, in its foreign policy, the Dominion 
is henceforth to be and do. Foreigners 
will derive very little assistance toward 
an answer to this question from the se- 
lections already announced or intimated 
of the Canadians chosen to fill the sub- 
ordinate places in the Cabinet. It is not 
to be wondered at that these prospective 
Ministers should not be much known be- 
yond the limits of the Dominion. Al- 
though vastly superior in extent of terri- 
tory, the whole Dominion is not much 
superior in population, while it is decid- 
edly inferior both in aggregate wealth 
and in diffused prosperity, to the State of 
New-York. If the State of New-York 
were a quasi-independent nationality and 
@ quasi-independent power, as the Do- 
minion of Canada is, it could not expect 
the world outside to know of either the 
“records’’ or the qualifications of its cit- 
izens for the principal offices in its Min- 
istry. 

It is really the contrast we have just 
suggested that has had a great deal to 
do with the political revolution in Can- 
ada. The Canadians have been living for 
many years under a policy that has es- 
tablished itself as not more that of a 
party than of the country, and they find 
that they do not prosper under it. What 
is to say, they do not prosper as do their 
nearest neighbors on the south, the States 
of the American Union. The growth of the 
States in population and wealth is far 
more rapid than the growth of the Do- 
minion, which, in spite of its great wilder- 
ness of unoccupied land, is almost sta- 
tionary. There is a continuous and in- 
creasing migration from the Dominion to 
the States; there is no migration from the 
States to the Dominion. It seems safe 
to assume that a consideration of these 
things has had much to do with the po- 
litical change of the Dominion. It has 
been tried because it was a change. Mr. 
LAURIER and his colleagues have set be- 
fore them the task of making the showing 
of the Provinces of the Dominion equal 
the showing of the corresponding States 
of the Union. Their commercial policy 
will be directed to this end and will be 
judged by the degree in which it attains 
this end. It may easily be believed that 
the promise of reciprocity’ put for- 
ward in the Republican platform will be 


regarded with hopeful interest in Can- 
ada. On the other hand, there has never 
been any reason to expect that a respon- 
sible Canadian politician of any party 
would commit himself in favor of annex- 
ation. It may be that the drift of events 
is in that direction, but it has by no 
means gone thus far to a practical point. 
If there were a movement for annexation, 
nothing could be more injurious to it 
than that it should be received with open 
favor on this side of the border. Alike 
as a matter of duty and as a matter of 
interest, our attitude should be one of 
complete detachment, so that, if the sen- 
timent in favor of annexation in Canada 
itself should take a practical and political 
form, it could not be pretended that it 
had been instigated by the United States. 


ARE THE OLD CONSENTS AVAILABLE? 





Commissioner STARIN has proposed that 
the Rapid Transit Commission revert to 
the franchise which the former commis- 
sion tried to dispose of by public sale for 
an underground railroad and let the con- 
tract for municipal construction under 
that, all the necessary consents having 
been obtained at the time and still being 
valid for the routes and plans then 
adopted. 

There is no doubt that the franchise 
was made complete before the sale to Mr. 
Amory, which was never consummated, 
and that it belonged to the city under 
the law as it then existed. As it was not 
sold, it continued to belong to the city, 
and was kept alive in all subsequent 
changes of the law down to the amend- 
ments of the last session. The provision 
for municipal construction in case the 
popular vote of 1894 should be in favor 
of it expressly reserved for the benefit of 
the city the advantage of the consents 
previously obtained if the same “ routes, 
plans, and specifications’ were adhered 
to. It was only in case of a departure 
from these that new consents were re- 
quired. 

Section 34 of the Rapid Transit act of 
1891, as amended in 1892, 1894, 1895, and 
1896, still contains the provision that if 
the vote under the provision of 1894 
should be in favor of construction “ for 
and at the expense of the city, then and 
in that event it shall be the duty of said 
board to consider the routes, plans, and 
specifications, if any, previously laid out 
and adopted by them or théir predeces- 
sors, and for which the consents have 
been obtained referred to in Section 5 of 
this act, and either to proceed with the 
construction of such railway or railways, 
and provide for the operation of the same, 
as hereinafter provided, or to change and 
modify the said routes,” &c. It was only 
in case such change or modification should 
be made as would “ require the consents 
thereto referred to in Section 5” that 
there would be any occasion for obtain- 
ing new consents. 


Ni. ‘ ested 055 ine 
as to necessitate new consents, and the 
proceedings led up to the refusal of the 
Appellate Division to confirm the report 
of the Commissioners in lieu of the con- 
sent of property owners. This made the 
changed routes and plans of no avail and 
threw the commission back where it was 
before. Now the question is whether it 
cannot, if it deem best, take up the city's 
franchise as it was completed and offered 
for sale before the passage of the amend- 
ing act of 1894, and, adhering to the 
routes and plans then adopted, so far as 
is necessary under the old consents, “ pro- 
ceed with the construction of such rail- 
way or railways, and provide for the op- 
eration of the same, as hereinafter pro- 
vided ’’; that is to say, by letting a con- 
tract for construction at municipal ex- 
pense and for equipment and operation 
at the expense of the lessee company 
upon the terms and conditions prescribed 








BEHIND THE SCENES. 


Mr. BRYAN’s first campaign speech, de- 
livered from an improvised platform at 
Champaign, Ill, Monday evening, was 
pretty poor stuff. At the beginning he 
apologized for tne quality of it by saying: 
“IT have just been talking some in Chi- 
cago, and am sort of between speeches.”’ 
When this gentleman is “ sort of between 
speeches” his oratorical output is flat 
enough, because it is not his custom to 
speak extemporaneously. The few ad- 
dresses which have made his reputation 
were manufactured with the greatest 
care, ‘“ polished and repolished”’ during 
nights and days of searching after effect- 
ive phrases and tones, and delivered 
under the guidance of an assistant, whose 
duty it was to control by signals the vol- 
ume of his voice and otherwise to pro- 
mote by warnings or encouragement the 
success of the carefully considered appeal 
to the audience’s emotions. 

How the machinery creaks when we go 
behind the scenes! We take the follow- 
ing from a friendly description of the Boy 
Orator’s methods, as exemplified in prep- 
aration for a speech in Congress on the 
tariff: 


“For weeks the BRYANS had been pre- 
paring that speech. ‘The Bryans,’ I say, 
because husband and wife worked over the 
speech day and night together. Every prep- 
aration for it was made with determined 
coolness. 

“Mrs. BRYAN afterward told me how they 
had worked over it, how sentence after sen- 
tence had been polished and repolished and 
cut until each was a gem of its kind. They 
had already discovered Arlington, the fa- 
mous cemetery of the soldiers. There they 
went twice, and among the graves of the 
great worked over paragraphs that proved 
especially effective when delivered. Mrs. 
BRYAN knew almost every word by heart. 

“A week before the big speech was made 
BRYAN had delivered a eulogy on a dead 
colleague. Mrs. BRYAN then, unknown even 
to her husband’s associates, sat in the gal- 
lery and carefully noted the volume of tone 
required by Mr. BRYAN to fill the hall. Any- 
thing more deliberate could hardly be con- 
ceived. By means of signals the husband 
on the floor and the wife in the gallery com- 
municated, and he lifted or lowered his 
voice at her suggestion until she satisfied 
herself that he had struck the most effect- 
ive tone. 

“When the critical moment arrived [for 
the tariff speech] Mrs. BRYAN was in the 
gallery. At first Mr. BRYAN held a low 
voice. Mrs. BRYAN nodded for fuller tones. 
Her eyes never left his face except to 
study the effect some sentence might have 
on the House.” 

It may be that Mr. Bryan was assisted 
by such guidance in the Chicago Conven- 
tion, although he really did not need it 
there, for he had experimented with sub- 
stantially the same speech elsewhere dur- 
ing a joint debate which took place in a 
Nebraska town about a week before the 
convention assembled. 

It is but natural that such an orator 
should be fond of phrases “ polished and 
repolished ” and tested in cemeteries and 
other lonely places as well as in assem- 
blages of sympathetic men. Therefore 
we are not surprised to find that the clos- 
ing sentences of his peroration at Chi- 
cago had grown old in his service. As 
uttered at Chicago they were: 

‘“We shall answer their demands for a 
gold standard by saying to them: You shall 
not press down upon the brow of labor this 
crown of thorns—you shall not crucify man- 
kind upon a cross of gold.” 

This appears to be the form which was 
used a week earlier in Nebraska, but if 
we go back a year and a half—to Dec. 22, 
1894—-we find that this polished and some- 
what blasphemous gem of oratory was 
used in a-speech delivered by Mr. BRYAN 
in the House on that date: 

“The money centres present this inso- 
lent demand for further legislation in favor 
of an universal gold standard. I for one 
will not yield to the demand. I will not 
help to crucify mankind upon a cross of 
gold. I will not aid them to press down 
upon the bleeding brow of labor the crown 
of thorns.”’ 

We submit that these overworked sen- 
tences are now entitled to a rest and 
should be laid aside. And it seems to us 
that the authorities of the First Presby- 
terian Church in Lincoln, Neb., of which 
Mr. BRYAN is a prominent member—be- 
ing also a Sunday school teacher—may 
reasonably express the same opinion. 

It is not difficult to understand why 
Mr. BRYAN uttered nothing but cheap 
platitudes at Champaign, Ill. As he said, 
he was “sort of between speeches” and 
had not been able to cut, polish, and re- 
polish in cemeteries and elsewhere a new 
set of remarks. And so we find him say- 
ing: “This is an important campaign. 
This is the greatest Nation on earth. Our 
form of government is the best on earth. 
Our Government is the most perfect form 
of government,” &c. The oration factory 
had not been in operation since the ad- 
journment of the convention. The ma- 
chinery behind the scenes had not been 
set in motion. But there are cemeteries 
and groves and pastures in the neighbor- 
hood of Salem, Ill, and the work of pol- 
ishing and repolishing will now be re- 
sumed. 
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ONE-HALF OF THEIR SAVINGS. 
We read that Mr. Bryan is a prominent 
member of the First Presbyterian Chureh 
in Lincoln, Neb., and that he is a teacher 
in the Sunday school there. And yet he 
stands before the American people to-day 
as, the foremost advocate of a policy

which, if made effective by the legisla- 


tion which he and his followers demand, 


would rob nearly 5,000,000 savings-bank 
depositors of half their savings and cut 
down in the same proportion the sums 
invested in co-operative, fraternal, and 
similar associations by additional mill- 
ions of his fellow-citizens. We cannot 
understand how an intelligent and relig- 
ious man can reconcile the doctrines of 
the Presbyterian Church With the advo- 
cacy of a policy so heartless, so cruel, 
and so dishonest. 








A SOCIALISTIC PLEA. 


The State Tax Commissioners have just 
made a visit to this city preparatory to 
the annual equalization of tax assess- 
ments, which invariably involves a large 
addition to the valuation of real estate 
here for the relief of rural taxpayers, 

The tax laws of the State were revised 
and codified at the last session of the Leg- 
islature, with many incidental changes. 
One of the present requirements is that 
real estate shall be assessed at its “ full 
value,” and the Assessors must swear 
that they have estimated it at what a 
majority of their number “ have decided 
to be the full value thereof.” One of the 
duties of the State Commissioners is to 
inquire into the methods of assessment 
and taxation in the different counties and 
ascertain whether the Assessors have 
faithfully performed their duties, and 
“ particularly as to their compliance with 
this act requiring the assessment of all 
property not exempt from taxation at its 
full value.’”’ The State Board of Equali- 
zation, which meets at Albany in Septem- 
ber and includes the Commissioners, by 
whose information it is presumably guid- 
ed. has the power to “increase or dimin- 
ish the aggregate valuation of real prop- 
erty in any county by adding or deduct- 
ing such sum as in its opinion may,be 
just and necessary to produce a just re- 
lation between the valuations of real 
property in the State.” 

As the law requires all ‘real proper- 
ty’”’ to be assessed at its full value, the 
purpose of the equalization should be 
to rectify the errors or departures from 
this rule of Assessors. Real estate is not 
actually assessed at its real value in 
any of the counties, but the assessment 
is much nearer the value than in 
most of.the State, and generally much 
further from it rural communities 
than in cities, and yet additions are al- 
most invariably made in the cities and 
reductions in the counties made up of 
rural The effect is, of 
course, to increase the tax for State pur- 


here 


in 


communities. 


poses in cities, especially in New-York, 
for the purpose of diminishing it in the 
rural districts. 

In reply to the protest of President 
BARKER of our Tax Department against 
this annual injustice, the State Commis- 
sioners did not claim that it was justi- 
fied by the law, but put in the Socialistic 
plea that the farmers are poor and feel 
the burden of taxation severely, imply- 
ing that the people of the city are rich 
and can afford to pay the farmers’ taxes 
for them. It is the same plea that is used 
by the Populists in support of the income 
tax. It would make wealth “ bear its due 
proportion of the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment.” 

There is something to be said for this 
puts a direct tax upon 
wealth or upon but when it 
puts the tax upon property and declares 
that it shall be assessed equally upon 
the value of that property, and then an 
arbitrary transfer is made because the 


when the law 
incomes, 


owners of the property are said to be 
poor in one place and rich in another, it 
loses all excuse. No greater proportion 
of the farmers are poor than of the 
workingmen who occupy real estate in 
the cities, and it is the occupants who 
really pay the taxes, which are included 
in the charge for rent. But even assum- 
ing that the taxes come out of rich 
owners, to increase them by adding to 
valuations in cities for the purpose of 
reducing them for poor farmers by de- 
ducting from valuations in the country 
is an application of Socialism in a dis- 
guise of false pretense. 








TO BE CALLED THE KNICKERBOCKER 


New Name for What Has Been Known 
as Abbey’s Theatre, 


Manager “Al” Hayman announced yes- 
terday that the name of Abbey’s Theatre 
would be changed to the Knickerbocker. 
Mr. Hayman explained that the delay in 
announcing the new name for the house 
was mainly due to the fact that the owners 
of the property, Merrs. Robert and Ogden 
Goelet, were undecided upon the names 
Amsterdam and Knickerbocker until yes- 
terday morning, when it was definitely set- 
tled to rechristen the theatre the Knick- 
erbocker. 

Mr. Hayman did not make public the 
names of his associates in the proprietor- 
ship of the theatre, saying simply that the 
house would be managed by ‘‘ Al”? Hayman 
& Co. Mr. Hayman will at once take pos- 
session of the Knickerbocker and put into 
operation various changes he has planned 
for tke improvement of the theatre. A 
complete ventilating plant will be among 
the improvements. 

The Knickerbocker will be reopened Sep- 
tember 14, with Francis Wilson and his 
opera company. in the new opera, ‘“‘ Half a 
King.”” Mr. Wilson’s engagement will be 
followed by that of Charles Frohman’s and 
Frank W. Sanger’s production of ‘ The 
si of the Cross,” presented by an Eng- 
ae company, at the head of which will be 
Henry B. Irving, a son of Sir Henry Irving. 
“The Sign of the Cross” will be followed 
by H. Beerbohm Tree and Her Majesty’s 
Theatre company of London, producing 
here for the first time on any stage a dram- 
atization of Gilbert Parker’s book, ‘“ The 
Seats of the Mighty.” 

After this the American production of 
Mrs. Frances Hodgson burnett’s play, “A 
Lady of Quality,” from her novel of that 
name, will be made. The Bostonians opera 
company will follow ‘‘ A Lady of Quality” 
with several new productions. .

Japan and Korea Allow the Bible to 
be Distributed, 


A correspondent of the American Bible 
Society in Japan writes, under date of June 
16, concerning affairs in that empire and ir 
Korea. He says that owing to the predom. 
inance of Russian influence in Korea, Pak 
Young Hio is staying in Kobe, Japan, and 
that he is not expected to return to Korea 
for a considerable time. 

“He is not friendly to the Russians,” 
the letter continues, ‘‘and fears that the 
result of their influence will be unfavorable 
to the liberal and progressive element that 
is striving to help the country to something 
better than it has yet known. 

“Prince Pak has asked me to find him 

a home in a Christian family. I have not 
been able to do so as yet, but I have se. 
cured for him a good teacher from among 
the missionaries. It is encouraging to see 
that the prince is so friendly to Chris- 
tianity, and evidently regards the mission- 
aries as his true and best friends.” 
_ The work of distributing the Scriptures 
in Japan has lately been made easier 
through the action of the authorities, and 
the correspondent informs the Bible society 
that especial permission has been given for 
the distribution of the Scriptures and other 
Christian literature among the patients in 
the hospitals of Osaka, Otsu, iroshima, 
and Kure. Permission has also been given 
for missionaries to visit the potions in the 
hospitals, and to tell them of the workings 
of Christianity. y 

‘“‘ Hitherto,” the letter says, ‘‘ the opposi« 
tion at Osaka had been very determined, 
and the same liberty was not allowed there 
as elsewhere. But there has been a change 
in the commanding officer, and, in conse- 
quence, the removal of the objection to 
Christian work among the sick. 

“At Hiroshima and Kure it has been 
arrangec that two ladies of the Church 
Missionary Society are to make systematics 
visitations of the hospitals. The latter 
place is a naval station, and the patients 
belong to that department of the service, 
Other missionaries are to take up the work 
at Osaka and Otsu. In this way it is ex. 
pected to reach all the wounded soldiers 
and sailors in Japan.”

the most important character, and of the 
deepest interest to Christians throughout 
the world. 

The members of the committee to ar 
range the subjects for discussion are repre 
sentatives of the Church in England, Scot- 
land, Ireland, Canada, and the United 
States, and are as follows:

Bishop of Manchester; the Right Rev. 
Charles John Ellicott, D. D., Bishop of 
Gloucester and Bristol; the Right Rev. G.

D. D., Bishop of New-York. 

At the conclusion of the discussions rela- 
tive to the subjects to be brought before 
the Lambeth Conference it is expected that 
Bishop Potter will resume his travels on 
the Continent, and that he will return home 
in September.

Havana, July 14.—It is stated that Capt. 
Gen. Weyler will issue a decree to-morrow 
Obliging all foreigners to inscribe their na- 
tianalities on a special register, to be opened 


by the General Government. They will 
heve thirty days in which to cumply with 
the terms of the decree. The measure is 
taken, it is said, in view of the abuses com- 
mitted by natives who assume false na- 
tionalities or allege that they are foreign- 
born with the object of eluding their re- 
Sponsibilities under the Spanish laws. 

Gen. Bernal sends meagre details of a 
fight at Los Guayabales, Province of Pinar 
del, Rio, with a detachment of Antonio 
Mateo's forces. Gen. Bernal estimates that 
the rebel losses in the engagement were 
upward of forty killed and wounded. The 
Spanish losses were two killed and ten 
wounded. The fighting lasted half an hour. 

The police to-day captured in the Jesus 
<del Monte Ward of this city fourteen lads 
who were armed and equipped and about 
to start to join the insurgents. The eldest 
of the prisoners, José Montero, is known as 
“El Americano.” He is only twenty years 
old. The rest of the lads range from fifteen 
to eighteen years of age. The entire party 
was taken to Police Headquarters and held 
to await trial. 





JOSE MACEO MURDERED. 


Shot in Cuba by One of His Own §Sol- 
diers—A Race War. 


PHILADELPHIA, July 14.—Cablegrams re- 
eeived here to-day from Cuba confirm the 
truth of the story of the killing of Gen. 
Jose Meceo, brother of Gen. Antonio Ma- 
ceo, the Cuban insurgent leader. 

From the cablegrams received the killing 
of Maceo was nothing more or less than 
cold-blooded murder. It further would ap- 
pear that a race war has broken out in the 
insurgent ranks between the whites and 
the blacks, and that the shooting of Ma- 
ceo is the first incident of this unfortunate 
conflict. 

Since the arrival in Cuba of Gen. Calixto 
Garcia, that leader and Maceo have not 


been friendly. Maceo resented the superior 
authority conferred upon Garcia by the 
Cuban Junta in New-York, and Garcia has 
pean determined to assert his superior rank. 

When the last cargo from the filibuster- 
ing steamer Bermuda was landed José 
Maceo seized all the arms and munitions. 
Garcia protested against this confiscation. 
When the last cargo from the steamer 
Three Friends was landed on the coast 
near Juragua, Maceo marched to the sea- 
board with 150 men and tock possession of 
the arms and ammunition. 

As he was returning from the coast he 
Was ambushed and shot to death by men 
- who, it was asserted, were from his own 
army. 

The trouble between the blacks and 
whites has been further accentuated by 
the recent shooting by Gen. Gomez, after 
a court-martial, of Manuel Gonzales, 
Provincial Treasurer, his secretary, and 
several subordinates, for the alleged short- 
age of $15,000 or more in the cattle tax 
funds. Gonzales and the other men shot 
by Gomez were negroes. 





A BOAT CAPTURED SEAR HAVANA, 


Foreiguers in Cuba Must Register 


te Secure Their Rights, 


MapDripD, July 14.—A dispatch to The Im- 
parcial from Havana says that the gunboat 
* Antonio Lopez has seized near Havana a 
boat containing three occupants, including 
Jorge Aguirre, who claims to be an Ameri- 
can citizen 

The dispatch adds that Captain General 
Weyler has issued a decree ordering that 
within a month al! foreigners must register 
themselves in accordance with the decrees 
of 1870 and 1884. In the event of their 
failure to so register they will not be able 
to claim the privileges allowed foreigners.

IRISH LAND BILL AMENDMENTS.

LONDON, July 14.—The withdrawal of the 
amendments to the Irish Land bill offered 
by Mr. Gerald Balfour, Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, is being sharply criticised by 
friends of the Government, and has caused 
mugh rejoicing among the Radicals, whose 
supporters in newspaper circles are re- 
joicing over the Govyernment’s discomfiture. 

The Times, a Government faper, attrib- 
utes the action of Mr. Balfour, ta,.bad man- 
agement. The Daily News (Liberal) pre- 
dicts that the amendments withdrawn will 
be added-to the bill by the House of Lords, 
and that, by the application of closure, 
they will be forced through the House of 
Commons. The general belief is that Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain, Secretary of State for 
the Colonies, is responsible for the with- 
drawal of the amendments by his support 
of Mr. T. W. Russell, the Uister Unionist 
Jeader, in his objections thereto, thus induc- 
ing Mr. Balfour to rescind them. 

,._.fhe Standard, (Conservative,) which is 
alsoa Warm supporter of the Governmeni, 
commenting upon the impossibility of car- 
rying through all the measures which the 
Gevernment has included in its programme, 
adv-ses them to drop these bills forthwith. 
“It is. hard,” says The Standard, ‘‘ ta mas- 
Sacre the innocents, but there is no kind- 
®ess in allowing them to linger to an in- 
giorious end.” 

The political situation has been only par- 
tially relieved by the yielding of Gerald 
Bafour to the pressure for modifieation of 
the amendments to the Land bill. There is 
a continuance to-day of the demands of 
Mr. Russell and others for further modifi- 
cations of the measure, while the press and 
people generally are giving expression to 
sentiments of extreme disgust at the feeble- 

"ness displayed by the Government. Many 
Conservatives admit that if it were not for 
the hopeless divisions that exist between 
the Liberals and Radicals, the Government 
would be in a serious plight, as the Land 
bill is the second Goyernment measure of 
supreme importance introduced at this ses- 
-gion of Parliament which is now being 
wrecked on lines laid down by the Goy- 
ernment. A few more bills like the Edu- 
cation bill and the Irish Land bill, if 
wrecked by pressure within the party, will 
be sure to bring the Conservative Party to 
such a difficult pass as will necessitate the 
reconstruction of the Ministry, an end to 
which Mr. Chamberlain, who supplies the 
real force of the present pressure, would

CHRISTIAN DELEGATES WITHDRAW. 


Turkish Troops Vire on Women and 
Children in Crete. 


CaNnEA, Crete, July 14.—The Christian del- 
egates in the Cretan Assembly, sitting 
here, withdrew from that body yesterday 
stating that they had resolved to formulate 
a declaration setting forth their claims and 
demands, and to unite in a special assembly 


from which ‘Turks should be excluded from 
membership. 

The insurgents at Apokorona’a day or two 
ago hilled the crew of a Turkish bark. 
The Turkish troops pursued the insurgents, 
and in their pursuit flreu upon everybody 
they met along the shore, making no dis- 
crimination in favor of women and chil- 
dren, of whom they killed a great many. 

The action of the troops ts. caused in- 
tense excitement and indignation, and the 
foreign Consuls have made a protest against 
it to Beroviteh Georgi Pasha, the newly 
appointed Christian Governor of the island.

Boston, July 14.--A reception was given 
to George Fred Williams to-night by his 
friends in the silver faith, the affair tak- 
ing the form of a mass meeting in Faneuil 
Hall, with speeches by the beneficiary, 
Jeremiah T. O’Sullivan of Lawrence, his 
chief lieutenant, and other converts to the 
silver cause. 

The hall was densely packed with people 
of all sorts of political beliefs, and so great 
was the desire to hear the speaker that an 
overflow meeting was held in the square 
outside the hall, where fully 1,500 people 
were addressed by the same speakers. 

Mr. Williams, in his speech, said in part: 

More than 100 years ago the gathering of the 
good men of the town of Boston was declared by 
the loyalists of that day to be the gathering of 
a mob. No sneers, no vilifications were spared on 
the part of those men, who, living here in luxury, 
deemed that they partook in part of the royal 
privilege of governing the people; and Samuel 
Adams, who was called a dissembler and a hypo- 
crite, lived to hear himself lauded as the great 
commoner of the Colonies.

Lloyd Collis Lost His Temper on & 


Proposition to Reorganize His 


District—His Remarks Resented, 
and Under Threat of Suspension 
He Quits the Hall—John Little 
Wanted to Meet the Man Who 
Hooted Him. 


General Humidity was conspicuous at the 
meeting of the Republican County Com- 
mittee last evening, but he was entirely 
lost sight of when the members began the 
discussion of the complaint from the Thir- 


tieth Election District of the Twenty-ninth 
Assembly District. 

The meeting was called for the purpose 
of,receiving the report of the Committee 
on Organization. The report had set forth 
numerous trifling irregularities in different 
districts and’the recommendations had been 
concurred in without discussion until the 
troublesome district from the Twenty-ninth 
was reached, Here the com ee report 
set forth that the names of ‘twenty-three 
voters had been illegally enrolled and rec- 
ommended not only that the names be 
stricken off. but also thatrthé’ district be 
reorganized. , 

Frederick $8, Gibbs, the Chairman of the 
committee, said in a most dispassionate way 
that the condition of affairs in the district 
Was most unsatisfactory, and the commit- 
tee had decided that the best Way would be 
to reorganize. But this happens to be the 
district represented by Lloyd “Collis, and 
everybody knew that he would not submit 
to a reorganization without saying some- 
thing. When the young leader rose to 
Say that something there was a general 
hubbub, but quiet was finally restored, and 
Mr. Collis began his explanation: 

He admitted that he had held a meeting 
of the District Committee without notify- 
ing some of the members, but said it was 
merely an oversight. He alé@,/.admitted 
that he had held a meeting in some place 
other than that designated by the County 
Committee, but excused it on the ground of 
ignorance. Then ‘he said that the district 
had polled 132 straight Republican votes 
at the last election, whereas the rolls 
contained the names of only 96 Repub- 
lican voters. Then he wanted to know 
Why the committee wanted a reorganiza- 
tion. He laid particular stresg on the fact 
that he was the youngest member of 
the committee and had been derisively re- 
ferred to as the “kid.’”’ He paid partic- 
ular attention to a representative of a 
newspaper who was present, referring to 
him as a penny-a-liner, and said that he 
(the reporter) had taken many a twenty-

This personal allusion brought a half 
dozen members of the committee to their 
feet. Abraham Gruber was recognized, and 
he demanded an apology to the newspaper 
man and to the committee. Mr. Gibbs went 
further, and moved that Mr. Collis be 
suspended until he apologizes to the com- 
mittee for his language to a man who was 
not a member of the committee, but an hon- 
ored guest, who was entitled to courtesy. 

Mr, Collis attempted to explain, but the 
Chairman cut him short. Then the young 
man started up the aisle fairly shouting: 
** Because I am the friend of the men who 
went to St. Louis to nominate McKinley, 
he want to do me up. I refuse to apolo- 

ze.”” : 

Mr. Gibbs insisted upon his motion to 
suspend Mr. Collis, and Chairman Lauter- 
bach ruled that under the constitution he 
could not suspend, but he ordered the Ser- 
geant at Arms to restrain Mr. Collis from 
participating any further in the meeting. 
The Chairman said that the committee 
could expel a member or declare a seat va- 
cant, but could not suspend. 

Mr. Gibbs replied: “Any deliberative 
body can suspend a member for ungentle- 
manly conduct.” 

Just then John Sabine Smith 
Lucas L. Van Allen shouted: ‘Go in, you 
combined Webster and Clay.” Mr. Smith 
simply desired to say that some of the mem- 
bers were trying to read something into the 
constitution. ‘ There is no precedent for 
such an action,” he said. 

* Then we will make one,” shouted some 
one in the back of the hall. 

Chairman Lauterbach said he could find 
nothing that would make him change his 
ruling. Mr. Gruber took an appeal, and 
the motion was passed over the Chair- 
man’s head with a shout that might have 
been heard at 49 Broadway. Then Mr, Col- 
lis left the hall, not to enter as a member 
of the committee until he had made his 
apology. 

This was not the only exciting episode. 
The Reorganization Committee. reported 
that it had found an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion of affairs in the Thirteenth and Sey- 
enteenth Election Districts of the Twenty- 
sixth Assembly Dustrict. The committee 
recommended that twenty-six names be 
stricken off the rolls in the Thirteenth Dis- 
*trict, and that the Seventeenth be reor- 
ganized. 

John Little is the representative of this 
district, and he was mad clear through 
when he rose to remark that the rolls had 
been purged, and were cleaner than those 
of many other districts. “Every year 
just before the time for holding the pri- 
maries,” said he, ‘these people who are 
making this complaint come to us like 
erying babies. These rolls have been 
purged, and are cleaner now than they were 
last December.”’ 

Mr. Li-tle was becoming eloquent, when 
some one in the rear of the hall emitted a 
sound like that of a distressed owl. That 
made Mr. Little mad, and he said that he 
did not care to make a scene in the com- 
mittee room, but if he could meet the man 
on the sidewalk he would make him pay for 
the insult. Chairman Lauterbach assured 
Mr. Little that he would be protected.

Mr. Little 
finally moved that both districts be reor- 
ganized. ‘It won’t hurt me much,” said 
he, and his suggestion was agopted. 

A resolution was adopted calling upon 
district associations to revise their rules in 
accordance with the provisions of the con- 
stitution. James E. March was appointed 
Chairman of the Naturalization Commit- 
tee, vice Seth Wilkes, resigned, and the 
committee was instructed to meet to-mor- 
row evening. 


THE JUSTIN PROJECTILE TESTED.

Each Experiment Gives Satisfactory 
Results on Oneida Lake. 


SyracusE, N. Y., July 14.—The test to- 
day of the Justin high-explosive shell be- 
fore Gen. NeJson A. Miles of the United 
States Ordnance and Fortification Board at 
West Vienna, on Oneida Lake, was satis- 
factory. Bight projectiles, weighing 100 
pounds apiece, and containing four and one- 
half pounds of explosive gelatine, were 
fired from a six-inch high-power breech- 
lording rifled gun. Five struck the lake at 
a distance of four miles and exploded under 
water, throwing up 4 célumn of water high 
in the air. F 

Two were fired at shorter range, timed to 
expicde in one second, and were equally 
successful. One projectile was fired into a 
target of two-inch Carnegie steel plate 
backed by three feet of maple timbers and 
six feet of sand. The shell pierced the 
armor and exploded in the wood backing, 
tearing out a large hole, thus proving In- 
ventor Joel B. Justin’s assertion that the 
prcjectile is able to pierce an iron-clad and 
explove in its hull. 

en. Miles would pass no opinion upon the 
projectile for the present. The Justin Com- 
pany is now negotiating with the Japanese 
Government relative to a sale of projectiles.

San Francisco, July 14.—An attempt was 
made to assassinate Carlos Ezeta, ex-Presi- 
dent of San Salvador, in the dining room 
of his hotel this afternoon, 

The ex-President was seated at a table 
with a few of his. friends, when Pedro 
Jiminez, a native of Salvador, entered the 
raom, 

The intruder walked directly to Ezeta’s 
chair and, as the latter faced about, Jimi- 
nez spat in his face. 

The ex-President sprang to his feet to 
resent the insult, when Jiminez drew a re- 
volver and leveled it at Ezeta’s breast. 
Ezeta retained his presence of mind, and 
seizing a chair, held it over Jiminez’s head 
and dared him to fire, 

In another moment the would-be as- 
sassin was disarmed by Ezeta’s friends 
and hurried from the room. Jiminez was 
arrested and stated that he formerly was 
District Attorney of Salvador under Ezeta’s 
Administration, and that while acting in 
that capacity he incurred the displeasure 
of the Dictator, who put him to torture. 

The ex-President denies the prisoner’s 
statement and expresses the belief that 
Jiminez is an emissary of President 
Gutierres of Salvador, who construes 
Ezeta’s presence in San Francisco as a 
menace to the Salvadorean Government. 





HOLIDAY FOR FRENCHMEN, 


How They in This City Celebrated the 
Fall of the Bastile. 


What the Fourth of July is to all Ameri- 
eans, the 14th of July, the anniversary of 
the fall of the Bastile, is to the sons and 
daughters of La belle France. 

All day yesterday and far into this morn- 
ing the French men and women in this city 
celebrated the day at Lion Park. 

The day was one round of games, sports, 
dancés, and other merrymakings, while the 
night was spent at dinner, dancing, and 
enjoying a display of fireworks. 

The festivities had a double significance 
this year, for the feature of them was the 
celebration of the success of the French 
Army in Madagascar. 

The celebration was held under the aus- 
pices of the Société Francaise de Bienfai- 
sance, and the proceeds will go to the 
French Hospital in this city. 

The formal celebration began in the even- 
ing at 7 o'clock, when a supper was served, 
the guests of honor being E. Bruwaer, the 
Consul General of France in this city; D. N. 
Botossi, Consul General of Greece; Joseph 
Thoron, and James Dupas, Chancellor of 
the French Consulate. 

The other guests of honor were Augustin 
Forget of the French Line of steamships, 
Capt. Louis Deloncle, Francois M. Dupas’ 
Eugene Gaudry, Raymond Lanoire, and Dr 
Henri Leca of the steamship Normandie; 
Chief Joseph F. McGill and wife of the Fire 
Department, Mrs. Sanction, Miss Bradley, 
Charles Renauld, Gustave Reynaud, C. 
Tacot, D. Balme, Superintendent West of 
the French Line, the Gardes Rochambeau, 
and the Gardes Lafayette. 

The dinner was presided over’ by Henry 
Maillard, Jr., President of the association, 
who, after the feast, spoke warmly of the 
occasion that bound Frenchmen one to an- 
other so closely. 

Mr. Maillard said that all Frenchmen 
would deprecate the attempted assassina- 
tion of President Felix Faure. He also 
said that the would-be murderer was 
undoubtedly a dangerous crank. He said 
he did not believe that the attempt upon M. 
Faure’s life was the result of any pre- 
conceived plot. 

Consul General Bruwaert complimented 
the people for their evidences of patriotism 
and said that he hoped the Republic of 
France and America would never ceaSe to 
preserve the feelings of friendship and 
amity that exist between them. 

He was much worried and distressed at 
the news of the attempt upon President 
Faure’s life, but was glad that the attempt 
had failed. 

He reminded his auditors that the tri- 
colors of France and America represented 
much in common to both nations, and that 
they stood for the highest ideals of a 
government for the people and by the 
people. 

During the celebration a choir of mixed 
voices, to the accompaniment of sizzling 
rockets, the booming of cannon, and the 
orchestra, sang the ‘ Exiles"’ and the 
** Marseillaise.”’

FORT ONTARIO. 


The Centennial Celebration to be Held 
To-day. 


Osweco, N, Y., July 14.—The centennial 
celebration of the evacuation of Fort On- 
tario to-morrow promises to be a grand 
affair.

Ac- 
companying the excursion were Senator 
Tibbits, in whose honor the company is 
named, it being known as Tibbets’s Cadets, 
and representatives of the Troy newspa- 
pers, A large number of the National Guard 
of the State are expected to-night.

Meeting Proposed to Consider the Ad-

All was “harmony” between the State 
Democracy and Tammany Hall a few 
All was working smoothly in 
the interest of tranquillity and success as 


against the one enemy of both—Republican- 
ism. 

For the time the fight for control and 
power had ceased, and a truce had been 
declared, which some believed was a real 
and permanent settlement of hostilities. 
‘‘Harmony ” delegates were elected to the 
State Conyention by a union of Tammany 
men and State Democrats. 

The truce is about to be broken and hos- 
tilities are to be resumed. An opportunity 
has been presented for a probably effective 
resumption of war on Tammany and the 
State Democrats are not slow to seize it. 

Tammany has practically decided to swal- 
low the ticket nominated at Chicago. Some 
of the leaders have declared that they will 
not yote the ticket; but lesser lights have 
about made up their minds to abide the 
result of the convention and fight for Bryan 
and silver. 

The State Democrats recognize that this 
is the time to strike. They will make an 
effort to crystallize the sound-money senti- 
ment and to assume the leadership of the 
portion of the party in New-York ich is 
unalterably for gold. If the effort to nomi- 
nate a sound-money Democratic ticket suc- 
ceeds, or if the sound-money Democrats de- 
cide to vote for McKinley, the State Demo- 
crats want to be in position to take the 
lead in the fight, and thus overshadow 
Tammany. 

A call was sent at yesterday by H. H. 
Sherman, Secretary of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the State Democrzts, by direction 
of Francis M. Scott, Vice Chairman, for a 
meeting of the committee at the headquar- 
ters, 258 West Twenty-third Street, to- 
night. Mr. Scott, it will be recalled, was 
one of the ‘“ harmony” Golegptes elected 
jointly by Tammany and the State Democ- 
racy to attend the Saratoga Convention. 
A short time ago he said in an interview in 
THE NeEw-YORK Times that there was no 
reason for fearing a rupture of the good 
feeling then existing between the two fac- 
tions, as the best interests ur the party de- 
pended upon harmony. 

The following letter was given out yester- 
day as a sort of explanation of the call for 
a meeting of the Executive Committee of 
the State Democracy, of which Mr. Fried- 
laender is a member: 

Hon, Charles S. Fairchild, Chairman: 

My Dear Sir: The die is cast: The so-called 
National Democratic Convention has nominated 
a ticket incompatible with the views of honest 
merchants, clerks, mechanics, and laboring men, 
whose interests are severely threatened by such 
a revolutionary and un-Democratic platform. The 
Democracy of New-York and other honest States 
has fought nobly for the honor and integrity of 
the whole country, but were unfairly treated by 
the revolutionists. 

The Democratic State machine may, for political 
reasons, indorse the Chicago nominees, but our 
duty seems clear in this respect. IE would sug- 
gest that you call a meeting of the. Executive 
Committee of the New-York State Democracy 
with a view to indorge the sound-money candi- 
dates for the Presidency and Vice Presidency.

STRIKES A FERRYBOAT. 


The Barge Filled and Was Sunk Al« 
most Immediately. 


As the New-Jersey Central Railroad ferry- 
boat Plainfield left her slip in Jersey City 
at 6:20 o’clock last evening for the foot of 
Liberty Street, this city, a laden coal barge 
lashed to a towboat bound up the North 
River happened along right in the ferry- 
boat’s course. 

Signals were exchanged between the tow- 
boat and the ferryboat, but they were evi- 
dently misunderstood, for a collision fol- 
lowed. The barge was driven by the strong 
flood tide against the starboard side of the 
ferryboat with force enough to smash five 
or six of the deck braces. A big hole was 
stove in the side of the barge and she filled 
so rapidly that in a few minutes she had 
disappeared beneath the water. 

There were three men on the barge and 
they scrambled in safety on board the tug- 


boat. The lines had been cast off before 
the barge sank and the tugboat proceeded 
on its way, leaving its tow at the bottom of 
the river. 

There were about 100 passengers on the 
ferryboat, nearly all of whom were standing 
on the forward deck to catch the breeze. 

When the collision occurred they became 
very much excited and rushed aft. The 
shock was so slight, however, that the pas- 
Sengers soon became reassured and a panic 
was averted, 

The Plainfield was so slightly damaged 
that she continued her trip to this city and 
also made her return trip to Jersey City, 
where she was laid up for the night. The 
names of the barge and tughoat could not 
be ascertained last night.

It Will Be Held.in Brooklyn Early in 
October to Celebrate the Opening 
of Glenmore Avenue as a Bicycle 
Route to the City Line—The Good 
Roads Association to Begin Ar- 


rangements This Evening at

No season in the history of the pastime 
of cycling ever saw so many bicycle pa- 
rades as have been held this year, and there 
are more to come. The one to be held in 
Brooklyn to celebrate the opening of Glen- 


more Avenue, the route to the city line, 
bids fair to outshine all previous efforts. 
It wil take place early in October, but so 
extensive will the preparations be that the 
preliminaries will be commenced at once. 
The Good Roads Association will have

This evening the Executive Committee of 
the Good Roads Association will have an 
adjourned meeting at which it is proposed 
to formulate plans for the parade. The 
committee will meet at Howe’s, on the cycle 
path, and a full attendance is expected. 

It has been suggested that the makers 
and dealers in wheels be united to make 
displays in floats and otherwise, and it is 
very likely chat this plan will be adopted. 

Park Commissioner Woodruff, who is the 
wheelman’s stanch friend,’ has assured the 
Good Roads people that the improvements 
in Glenmore Avenue will certainly be com- 

leted by Oct. 1, and President Angell and 
‘ Fis colleagues of the Executive Committee, 
working on that assurance, will probably 
select Oct. 3 as the date of the parade.

Several 
applications have already een formally made 
fer the purchase of the island, which cost the 
State in the neighborhood of $250,000. The State 
officials do not expect that if the island is sold 
at auction it will bring to exceed one-fifth of 
this sum.

CARPENTER’S DEFENSE BEGUN. 


The State, It Is Thought, Hus a Very 
Strong Case Against Him. 


BELVIDERE, N. J., July 14.—To-day was 
the seventh of the trial of Samuel Car- 
penter of Easton, Penn., for the murder of 
Mrs. Blackwell at Phillipsburg in April, 
1885. The evidence for the State closed 
to-day, and it is the opinion of many that 
the Prosecutor has made out a very strong 
case against the accused, from which it 
will be hard for him to extricate himself. 

The State called Oscar Price to the stand 
at the opening for the purpose of showing 
that the prisoner was in an Easton pawn- 
shop on the day of the murder and bought 
a revolver for $1. The boy had never seen 
the prisoner before, but he gave a correct 
description of him. A witness told of see- 
ing Carpenter in the Easton Jail with his 
throat cut. The doctor was dressing the 
wound. When asked why he tried to com- 
mit suicide Carpenter replied that he was 
“crazy and worried to death.” 

The State rested its case at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon after offering in evidence love 
letters, the pistol, the blood-stained pillow 
case, the watch and chain, a letter found 
in the house in which the deceased men- 
tioned suicide, the fatal bullet, and Mrs. 
Blackwell's skull. 

The case for the defense was opened by 
ex-Judge Harris, senior counsel for Car- 
penter, The ex-Judge made an able ad- 
dress in which he said there was no motive 
for the crime, and the jury could not say 
whether it was suicide or not. The wit- 
nesses for the State, Mr. Harris said; were 
vindictive and untruthful:. Carpenter had 
great affection for the woman. In speaking 
of the letter found in Mrs. Blackwell's 
room, in which the woman wrote, ‘ My 
pistol lies before me, but I lack the cour- 
age,’ counsel said the defense would prove 
that it was written just before the woman

The first witnesses for the defense were 
named-Wyant and Miller. They both live 
in Baston, and testified that they saw Car- 
penter in Easton on the night of the 
murder, They met ‘him on the street 
at*6 o'clock, oer said, Both got mixed as 
to the day ‘and the week-under the Pros- 
ecutor’s questioning, but otherwise their 
testimony was strong for the prisoner. 

The last witness of the day was Dr. Lud- 
low, an expert on gunshot wounds. Dr. 
Ludlow testified that Mrs. Blackwell could 
have killed herself while lying on the bed,

§ New-RocHette, July 14.—The Village 
Board of Trustees is:disturbed, editors of 
the village papers are in a state of annoy- 
ance, and village affairs in general are not 
in that quiet state that should characterize 


@ non-partisan administration of municipal 
effairs. 

A printing contract awarded at a special 
meeting of the Board of Trustees Thursday 
to three local weekly papers—The Pioneer, 
The Paragraph, and The Press—authorizing 
them to print in four consecutive editions 
the new ordinances of the village, is chiefly 
responsible for the present disturbance. 

The contract was awarded to the three 
papers on a motion made by Village Trustee 
John Koellmer. There was no stipulation 
about the price for the printing. 

The ordinances appeared in the three pa- 
pers Saturday. They made about sixteen 
columns of matter in each paper. The edit- 
ors of the papers were pleased unquestion- 
‘ably. It was quite an unusual thing to re- 
ceive from the Village Fathers a printing 
contract so generous in the dull season of 
the year, and at once several days were 
added mentally to contemplated midsummer 
Wacations. 
| Several citizens, however, who keep their 
‘eyes on the transactions of the Board of 
‘Trustees, began to figure on the cost of 
printing the ordinances according to the 
flegal rate for such advertising. 

They whistled when they saw the result, 
end began to talk about getting out injunc- 
tions to restrain the Trustees from paying 


tthe bills. 
They could not understand why the ‘con- 


tract should have been given to three pa- 
(pers when the law did not require the or- 
dinance to be printed in more than one 


Paper. : : 
Village Clerk Charles H. Coe also began 

tto figure on the cost to the village after the 

wordinances came out in the papers. 

It is said he turned pale when he reached 
the sum total, and went straightway to 
‘Henry S. Clarke, President of the village, 
nd showed him the whole thing in black 
‘and white. 
| Mr. Clarke, when he had recovered his 
breath, and had fanned himself a little 
rwhile, declared that it. would never, never 
do for such a bill to be saddled on the vil- 
a at the present time. 

_ The Trustees were taken into the con- 
WerefTice and they individually and collect- 
ively were deeply shocked. 

Then some one suggested that some citi- 
zen would probably get an injunction to 
prevent the payment of the bills by the 
village, and that possibly the members of 
tthe Board of Trustees might be held per- 
sonally responsible for the obligation. 

It was finally decided to call a special 
meeting of the board Thursday evening. 
It is said the contract for printing the 
ordinances will be rescinded. 

That is what worries the editors. The 
ordinances, however, must be printed three 
more times in at least one paper, and each 
editor is, therefore, on the anxious seat to 
know who will get tne work. 

There is a contention also in the Board 
of Trustees over Superintendent of Public 
‘Works: Peter Donnelly. President Clarke 
mand the five Republicans of the board are 
anxious to depose Mr. Donnelly, while the 
five Democratic Trustees are bound he shall 
continue in office. 

This contest took a new turn yesterday 
when Clarence S. Haskell, an engineer, 
walked into the office of Village Clerk Coe 
and asked to be sworn in as Superintendent 
of Public Works. He also showed a letter 
from Village President Clarke that told Mr. 
Coe to swear in Mr. Haskell as Superin- 
Mendent of Public Works 
| Mer. Cee was still nervous from his dis- 
‘covery about the village printing, and he 
did not know what to do. Mr. Donnelly, 
the said, was the Superintendent of Public 
Works, and he did not see that two Super- 
intendents were needed, or, in fact, legally 
provided for 

Engineer Haskell pointed to Mr. Clarke's 
=~ ogi the tenor of which was unmistak- 
able. 

Mr. Coe sighed and told Mr. Haskell to 
hold up his right hand and then swore 
him in as Superintendent of Public Works. 

Mr. Donnelly claims to be Superintendent 
of Pubi:c Works ‘by every point of law, 
and declares he will not give up for Mr. 
Haskell or any one else. 

He says also that if Village President 

larke is out for a legal fight he has struck 
exactly the right man, and that there are 
‘interesting times ahead. 

bd map 7 Clerk Coe said this morning he 
really did not know what Mr. Clarke meant 
iby having Mr. Haskell sworn in as Super- 
‘intendent of Public Works, but that he 
‘supposed Mr. Clarke’s motive would be 
kknown in time. 
| By act of Legislature New-Rochelle se- 
jeured a new village charter last Winter 
that was claimed to represent a movement 
to take village affairs out of politics. 

The new charter has succeeded in doing 
\this, perhaps, in some departments, while 
(in other departments it is already apparent- 
ily © failure. 
| “The first time the Trustees met after the 
mewly elected board was organized a dead- 
lock arose. Five Republicans sat at one 
'table and watched five Democrats who sat 
@t another table across the room. 
| .President Clarke, acting under the power 
jof the new charter, appointed Mr. Haskell 
}Superintendent of Public Works, to succeed 
Mr. Donnelly. The Trustees, acting under 
their prerogative, cast five votes ratifying 
jthe appointment, and five votes against the 
~2ppointment. 
| It was then supposed that, as the Repub- 
icans and Democrats had tied the matter, 
Mr. Donnelly was legally entitled to retain 
fthe office, since the President’s appoint- 
‘ment was invalid unless ratified by a ma- 
Sority vote. That was many weeks ago. 

Once at least since then President Clarke 
‘has been heard reprimandin Mr. Don- 
melly for exceeding his authority as Super- 
jintendent of Public Works. Mr. Donnelly 
‘was abrupt in his replies to President 
Clarke. 

It has been understood that Mr. Donnelly 
“would certainly have to go if Mr. Clarke 
= his friends in the board could compass 


Mr. Donnelly is not an engineer, and it is 
sage vey to hire an engineer now and then 
to help him out. President Clarke main- 
tained that money could be saved by having 
@ Superintendent of Public Works who was 
elso a practical engineer. 

President Clarke said this evening that he 
had Mr. Haskell sworn in as Superintendent 
of Public Works yesterday use the 
tterm of Superintendent of Public Works 
Donnelly expired to-day, leaving, as Mr.

Arrest of an Old Woman, Who Is 
Charged with Arson, 


The people living in Monroe Street, near 
Pike, heard the cry of “ Police’’ early yes- 
terday morning. When they looked out of the 
windows to see what the trouble was they 
beheld an old woman running down the 
block followed by a man. It was the man 
who was doing the shouting. He continued 
his cries as he ran, 

At Pike Street he caught the woman, A 
struggle followed. The old woman was 
stronger than her captor. As they strug- 
gled together on the sidewalk the man kept 
calling for the police. 

Just as the woman shook off the man and 
prepared to run off again Patrolman Hurley 
of the Madison Street Station put in an ap- 
pearance. He took hold of the woman, but 
he found it no easy task to detain her, 
and he had to rap kfor help. Police- 
man Hayes came to his assistance. It re- 
quired the strength of both policemen to 
drag their captive to the station house, 
where explanations followed. 

The man who had called for the police 
introduced himself as Max Rosenhoff, and 
said that he kept a small candy store in the 
basement of 106 Monroe Street. On the side- 
walk he has a soda-watre stand. With him 
lives his sister-in-law, Minnie Himbel. She 
was awakened shortly before 4 o’clock by 
the crackling of wood. 

She left her bed to investigate, and saw 
the old woman, who was afterward arrest- 
ed, building a fire against the soda-water 
stand. She had kindled a blaze and was 
piling on barrel staves. The work seemed 
to give her pleasure, for there was a look 
of satisfaction on her face as she bent over 
the burning pile. 

Mrs. Himbel at once raised a cry of fire, 
and the next moment there was a hubbub 
in the building, as men, women, and chil- 
dren crowded the stairway with frightened 
countenances, all hurrying to reach safety, 
as none knew how small or great the dan- 
ger might be. Rosenhoff was the first to run 
out to the sidewalk in answer to his sister- 
in-law’s call. The old woman fied when she 
saw him, and the chase followed. 

The police had great difficulty in learning 
anything from the prisoner. She could not 
speak English\and an interpreter had to be 
secured to talk to her in the Hebrew lan-

A milkman told the police that earlier in 
the morning he had seen the old woman 
make a fire opposite 64 Rutgers Street.

MINISTER COMPLAINS AT COURT. 





Says Auctioneer Sent Him Goods He 
Did Not Purchase. 


The Rev. Dennis Wertman of Saugerties, 
N._Y., was in Jefferson Market Court yes- 
terday afternoon as complainant against L. 
Holzwasser of the firm of Holzwasser & 
Co., proprietor of the University Auction 
Rooms, at 59 University Place, whom he 
had summoned to court. 

Mr. Wertman said that his wife and him- 
self had called at Holzwasser’s place three 
weeks ago and had bought two beds and 
new springs and mattresses. He had been 
asked by the salesman to take second-hand 
mattresses and springs at the time, but 
had refused to do so, and the salesman had 
measured the beds for the mattresses in his 
presence. 

Mr. Wertman said that when the furniture 
was delivered at his home, in Saugerties, a 
couple of days ago, the beds were broken, 
scratched, and bent, and the mattresses 
were evidently second-hand mattresses, 


which had merely been cleaned, and were in 
bad shape otherwise. 

He said that he went to Holzwasser’s 
Saene to demand that the beds he had 
ought be sent to his home instead of the 
second-hand goods, and had been told that 
the goods he bought had been delivered to 
him. When he saw that he could get no 
redress, he spoke to a policeman on the 
street, who directed him to Jefferson Mar- 
ket, and he went to the court and got a 
summons. 

Holzwasser was at first inclined to declare 
that it was only a matter for a civil suit, 
but finally he said that he was willing to 
refund to Mr. Wertman the $22 that the 
preacher had paid for the beds. He said 
that this would cause him to lose the 
freight he had paid on the goods to Sau- 
gerties, but he was willing to sustain this 
loss rather than have any trouble. This 
was satisfactory to Mr. Wertman, and 
Magistrate Flammer dism'ssed the case. 
Mr. Holzwasser declared that the minister 
got the goods he had purchased. 


FLOOD IN AN EXCAVATION. 





Supply Pipe Broken and Bleecker 
Street Has a Little River. 


Because of the settling of the earth in 
Crosby Street,,at the corner of Bleecker, 
adjoining the excavation for a new build- 
ing, a heavy gas main sagged down yester- 
day afternoon on to a four-inch supply 
pipe to a fire hydrant. 

The supply pipe was broken and a tor- 
rent of water poured out, carrying away 
the earth and washing it through the 
spaces between the planks used to shore 
up. the sides of the excavation. The break 
occurred at 8 o’clock and it was two hours 
before a gang of men from the Department 


of Public Works appeared on the scene to 
stop the flow of water and make the 
necessary repairs. 

In the meanwhile a small-sized river was 
pouring into the excavation, where men 
were at work laying the foundations for 
the new building. The heavy wall, two 
feet four inches thick, with eighteen-inch 
buttresses, held the water back, however, 
but the space on the north by the side of 
the excavation, between this wall and 
Bleecker Streei, was ficoded with water to 
the depth of four or five feet. 

The water poured in at the rate of 150 
gallons a minute. The foreman in charge 
of the work of construction gave orders 
to have the wall shored up. This was 
done. He said that there was no danger 
of the wall giving way; that the water was 
not breaking through it except at one point 
near the Crosby Street end. What he 
feared was that the water would rise over 
the wall before the torrent was shut off. 

The earth under the surface of Crosby 
Street for fully fifty feet and extending 
back nearly to the easterly curb line of the 
street was washed away, and the roadway 
of tne street was only held up by the ties 
and stringers of the railroad track,

Avenue, was also struck, but only slight 
damage was done. A few shingles were 
torn from the roof, and the lightning, as 
it ran down the side of the house, blistered 
= paint as if it had been seared by a hot 
ron, 

When the lightning jumped from the 
house to the street it tore a hole six feet 
deep and fifteen feet in circumference and 
shatteréd the iron water main that had 
probably attracted it from Mr. Zeck’s 
house. The water gushed up like a huge 
fountain, until it was shut off. The resi- 
dents of the vicinity were without water 
until a new section of pipe was put in, 
which took until noon yesterday.

The Board of Aldermen 
its first meeting since June 30. 
twenty-six members present. Vice President 
John P. Windolph presided, as President 
Jeroloman is now Acting Mayor while 
Mayor Strong is absent. 

A communication was read from the Act. 
ing Mayor, calling attention to the danger 
of running surface cars rapidly across 
streets and avenues. He suggested that 
the Board of Aldgrmen require all cars 
to stop at the nearest crossing of streets, 
and especially at crossings in One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street, at Fifth, Lenox, 
and Seventh Avenues. 

The Committee on Railroads reported ad- 
versely orn a resolution requiring surface 
railway companies not to permit their cars 
to pass each other in front of schoolhouses, 
The committee declared that the require- 
ment asked for was impracticable. 

Aldenmman Olcott also introduced a reso- 
lution, asking the Metropolitan Traction 
Company, *“ whether it can and will in the 
near future’’ add “‘trailers’’ to its open 
smoking cars, so that women and children 
can enjoy the open cars without sitting 
next to smokers. It was adopted. 

The Railroad Committee reported favora- 
bly a resolution requiring all railways to 
have indicated plainly on all cars their 
Various destinations, and that, except where 
transfer tickets are necessary, a continu- 
ous trip shall be provided. 

The same committee reported that it has 
mo authority to compel the ‘**‘ Huckleberry ” 
Road to provide a continuous trip for a 
single fare over its iines, as that company’s 
charter was granted by the Legislature. 
“It reporied favorably on the request of 
the New-York, Westchester and Boston 
Railroad Company for the privilege of run- 
ning its lines across streets in. the an- 
nexed district, such lines to be either above 
or below the streets. 

Alderman Olcott introduced a resolution 
to establish a ferry between the foot of 
Market Street, New-Yora, and Wallabout 
Basin, Brooklyn. He did this at the re- 
quest of several hundred petitioners in Ful; 
ton Market and its vicinity and citizens 
of Brooklyn, who think tne ferry would be 
of great service to them. The resolution 
was referred to the Committee on Fran- 
chises 

Mayor Strong sent a message vetoing the 
resolution offered by Alderman O’Brien and 
permitting the discharge of fireworks in 
the streets on Labor Day. There were 
some whisperings that the resolution wouid 
be passed over the veto, but no action was 
taken. 

Alderman Lantry offered a resolution that

**S(LYER DOLLAR” SMITH’S CHECK, 


It Had Been Marked “N, G.’—What Is 
Said About the Transaction. 


Charles Smith, the Essex Street saloon 
keeper, who, by allowing his customers to 
trample on a part of his fortune while in- 
creasing its total, obtained for himself the 
name “Silver Dollar,’’ drew a check for 
$125 Apri! 4. The check went the rounds 
of the lower east side until a few days ago, 
and then on it a bank cashier wrote 
NM: <a” 

At this the east side wonders. “ Silver 
Dollar ’’--fame, outside the official birth rec- 
ords and those of the Board of Aldermen, 
knows him by no other name—says it’s all 
right, and, according to Elias Rosenthal, 
lawyer, of 333 Grand Street, puts all the 
blame for the repudiation of the check on 
the broken promise and the empty purse of 
Max Hochstim, minor only to “ Silver Dol- 
lar”? at a trainer of east-side voters. 

Since the check was drawn it has repre- 

sented $375 for the three men. Max Tisch- 
ler, wholesale rectifier and dealer in liquors 
at 159 Rivington Street, has it now, and 
he wants “ Silver Dollar ”’ to settle. 
“The check was drawn on the State Bank 
in Grand Street. Hoch-tim indorsed it first, 
for it was made payable to him. The next 
signature on it is that of A. Singer of 239 
Rivington Street, and following his name 
comes that of S, Sosnousky of 208 Henry 
Street. Both are saloon keepers. 

When‘ the check was sent back from the 
bank with the “ N. G.”’ mark, Mr. Tischler 
was aghast at the idea that the man who 
walked on silver dollars had not a paltry 
$125 in the bank on which he drew a check. 
He went to Lawyer Rosenthal, and the lat- 
ter wrote a coaxing letter to Mr. Smith. 

‘Silver Dollar’’ responded promptly, ac- 
cording to the statement of the lawyer to 
a reporter for THE NEW-YORK TIMES yes- 
terday. 

‘*Mr. Smith told me,” said Mr. Rosenthal, 
‘that the check represen*ed a loan to Hoch- 
stim. The latter, he said, was not to pre- 
sent it to the bank for payment at once. 
Hochstim, Smith said, promised to get the 
money from a brewer in a few days and 
make good. 

“T supposed Smith had money in the 
bank, though, when he drew the check, but 
it svaid out a long time. He told me not 
to push the matter into court, as I in- 
tended doing, and that Hochstim would 
make it all right in a day or two.” 

The reporter sought ‘Silver Dollar” at 
his place of business, but was told that he 
had gone driving early in the afternoon 
and would not return until late in the night. 





THE SUICIDE OF THOMAS TIPLADY, 


He was Foreman in the Globe Woolen 
Mills, in Utica. 


Utica, N. Y., July 14.—Thomas Tiplady, 
who drowned himself in Hackensack, N. J., 
yesterday, was foreman of the worsted de- 
partment of the Globe.Woolen Mills of this 
city, and earned about $4,000 per year. His 
home life was pleasant. He was a member 
of St. Luke’s Church and an advanced de- 
gree Mason. , 

Last Wednesday morning he started out 
for his work at the Globe Woolen Mills as 
usual, but nothing more was seen of him 
in this city. The police were asked to look 
for him, and through publication of his ab- 
sence his whereabouts were first made 


known, as he had sent from Passaic, N. J., 
drafts to be cashed at a Utica bank. When 
they were received here they were not hon- 
ored, as a notice of his disappearance had 
been seen. His family wags notified, and 
yesterday morning his wife and son-in- 
jaw, William J. Murray, went to the police 
station, where they asked Chief Dagwell 
to notify the New-Jersey authorities to ar- 
rest him. This could not be done, as Mr, 
Tiplady had committed no offense. The 
wife and son-in-law then prepared for a 
trip to Passaic, and left yesterday after- 
noon, expecting to reach their destination 
about 10:30 o’clock last evening. , 

In the meantime the news of Tiplady’s 
suicide reached this city. 


THOUGHT THEY HAD A BURGLAR. 





Police Wanted to Arrest Postmaster 
Curran in His Home. 


A man rushed into the Hoboken Police 
Headquarters at a late hour Monday night 
and reported that burglars had broken into 
Postmaster James Curran’s house, at 1,238 
Garden Street, the family be-ng in the coun- 
try. He said he had seen one of the burg- 
lars climb into the house through a rear 
window. 

A squad of officers was sent to the house. 
Guards were posted in front and rear, and 
then two officers made their way into the 
house through the same window by which 
the burglar had entered, and which he had 
oblig ngly left open. 

The burgiar was found seated in the din- 
ing rom enjoying a comfortable smoke. 
He commended the officers for their 
promptness, but declined to be arresied. 
Then one of the officers flashed a search- 
light upon the cool burglar, and discovered 
that he was Postmaster Curran. He had 
been detained by business until too late to 
go to Asbury Park, .where h.s family is, 
and concluded to go home. When he 
reached the house, he found that he had 
left the keys at the Post Office, so he went 
to the rear, slipped the window catch with 
a penknife, and entered. Then an observ- 
ant neighbor, who had seen but had not 
recognized him, gave the alarm. 


MURIERED IN HONDURAS 





AN AMERICAN CITIZEN THE VICTIM 
OF RUTHLESS FIENDS. 


This Nation Will Probably Secure an 
Indemnity for His Widow Before 
the Closes—The 
Report of Commander Davis on 
the Crime—A Lawless Firm That 
Has Made Murder Its Chief Busi- 


ness for Years. 


Administration 


WASHINGTON, July 14.—This Administra- 
tion, before its conclusion, will probably 
secure from Honduras an indemnity in be- 
half of the widow of Charles W. Rénton, 
a New-York man, who was murdered at a 


place known as Brewers’ lagoon. Renton, 
from the voluminous testimony taken, prin- 
cipally by Commander C, H. Davis of the 
United States steamship Montgomery, was 
killed in his own dwelling house in an un- 
inhabited pari of the Mosquito territory. 
Commander Davis encountered a wild, in- 
credible state of affairs at the Lagoon, 
the headquarters of the wealthiest and 
most prosperous concern on the coast, 
known as the Brewers’ Lagoon Wood and 
Produce Company. The firm had terror- 
ized the whole territory by its high-handed 
lawlessness and perversion of justice. Only 
two weeks before Davis’s arrival a man 
named Eude, a leading member of the firm, 
had killed on the deck of his own ship 
the Captain of a British schooner, and had 
later intimidated the crew, carried the body 
off, and secretly buried it. 

“Up to this time,’”’ says Commander Da- 
vis in his report to the Navy Department, 
**Eude’s murderous enterprises had taken 
the safe form of attacks on the defense- 
less Indians or the assassination and ab- 
duction of American citizens, but as this 
latest victim was a British subject, Mr. 
Eude thought it prudent to abscond, and 
is now a fugitive in Nicaragua.’”’ A brother 
and a member of the firm was arrested 
about the same time for smuggling. 

Most of those implicated in the murder 
of Renton had disappeared, but two re- 
mained, and these, with numerous other 
witnesses, were examined by a court on 
board the Montgomery. Some of these mis- 
erable creatures, terror. stricken or black- 
ened with crime untold, perjured themselves 
to such a transparent degree that Davis, 
in his report, refers constantly to the 
“ flimsy fiction”’’ of these lying cut-throats, 
There is a graphic candor in Commander 
Davis’s official report. which should not be 
lost forever in the dark files of the depart- 
ment, and there is a pathos, too, in his 
story of his observations of the desecrated 
home of the Rentons. 

The cowards, rich in money and bloody 
crime, had attacked the American set- 
tler, after a long series. of insults and 
depredations. He was grievously wounded, 
but he lingered through the long hours of 
the day. ‘‘ He survived the plunder of his 
property,” says. Davis. “‘ the burning of his 
house, and the carousal and dispute which 
must have attended what. one witness 
called the council of war which decided his 
fate—the forcible abduction of his wite 
and niece. And when the night was suf- 
ficiently advanced, and the village deserted 
by its terrified inhabitants, the four as- 
sassins dragged him forth before the smok- 
ing ruins of his desecrated home, and mur- 
dered him in cold blood.” __ 

Continuing, the naval officer relates: “I 
myself saw the evidence of thrift and in- 
dustry at Renton’s place. I saw many 
young cocoanut trees, and lemon, lime, and 
Orange trees in various stages of growth. 
I saw the wire fencing, and the ruins of 
the house, and the foundations of the new 
house which Renton was building. My 
movements were watched, and when my 
boats were seen to leave the ship, Kittle 
(one of the murderers)’ was dispatched at 
once to precede me, and the two mules 
were loosed from the company’s ranch 
and were grazing at their old home on my 
arrival. I1 learned from the Indians that 
they had been owned and used by the 
company, and had appeared on Renton’s 
place that morning just before my arrival. 
I saw the neglected flower garden and the 
overgrown walk, and the gate hanging from 
its rusty hinges. I saw the cocoa patch 
and the cow corral and the choked-up 
well. I saw the cooking stove and frag- 
ments of china and cooking utensils in the 
ruins of the house. I learned that the 
lumber destined for the new house, and 
the shingles ‘seized by Dawe (the com- 
pany’s manager) and used by him to build 
a house on the cay for his Waika mistress, 
had been hewn out by Renton from the 
timber felled in the pine ridge by the labor 
of his own hands, and that only the sills 
and flooring were of lumber imported from 
the United States. I could not put a money 
value on these things. I know that Ren- 
ton’s whole fortune was in this place, and 
that he was robbed and murdered, his prop- 
erty destroyed, and his wife driven forth 
from a country in which protection is guar- 
anteed by a treaty to American citizens.” 

The one witness capable of truth was 
an American negre named Sam Davis. He 
had refused an offer of $150, by the smug- 
gler Eude, to take the next ship for New- 
Orleans. He gave testimony damaging to the 
company and its members, and told a story 
which has since been substantiated by 
others. He was afraid to remain in this 
camp of fiends, and Cemmissioner Davis al- 
lowed him to enlist on board. the Montgom- 


e as a coal passer. The faithful fellow 
left behind him his tools, some little prop- 
erty he had in Truxillo, and a claim for 
wages of $700 against the Wood and Prod- 
uce Company. 

The authorities of Honduras have been 
requested to prosecute these villains, and 
the promise to take action has been given. 
Mrs. Renton is now in New-York, and 
does not care to return to Honduras, but 
Commander Davis’s full and accurate re- 
port of his investigation, with the state- 
ment of Mrs. Renton, will aid the cause 
of justice at the Honduran capital. Pend- 
ing the finding of the court, Secretary Ol- 
ney has withheld the preferment of an in- 
demnity, which will assuredly be gotten for 
the widow of this industrious American 
+ gu in an isolated Central American sec- 
tion. 


ATTACHED BYfA BICYCLE COMPANY. 





A Clainr Against L, Friedman & Co, 
for $2,408, 


The Sheriff received an attachment yes- 
terday against Rudolph Friedman and 
others, whose names are unknown, doing 
business as L. Frieiman & Co., auction- 
eers, at 100 Bowery, from Furlong & White, 
representing the Everett Cycle Company 
of Everett, Mass., for bicycles worth $2,408. 
The Sheriff closed up the store at 100 Bow- 
ery, where he found about fifteen bicycles, 

Mr. Friedman has made a specialty since 
Feb. 1 of selling bicycles at auction. His 
finn had a sale of bicycles at Seventh Ave- 
nue and One Hundred and Twenty-third 
Street Monday afternoon. It was supposed 
that the sale would continue for three 
days, and notices on the windows said 200 
bicycles would be sold without reserve, 
When the sale began there were about 
twenty-five bicycles in the place. From 


the best ones the maker’s plate was re- 
moved, but the auctioneer guaranteed all 
the bicycles for a year. The auctioneer 
was evidently disappointed by the bids 
made, for as each bicycle was put up, he 
intimated strongly that he would not sell 
another one. But the sale went on until 
about half of the bicycles were sold. ‘hen 
the auctioneer stopped the sale, and said 
that not another bicycle would be sold ex- 
cept at private sale. The prices at which 
most of the bicycles were sold was between 
$30 and $33. These were marked as one- 
hundred-dollar wheels. The maker’s plate 
was removed from them, and the name 
was not announced. 

The Sheriff found the Seventh Avenue 
store closed yesterday, but kept a watch 
on it all day, as there are some bicycles 
still there. The place had been rented for 
the sale. 

Mr. Friedman was formerly in the dry 
goods auction business at 8S Walker Street, 
but became embarrassed there in April, 
1895, and many judgments were entered 
against him. The present business is said 
to have been done in his wife’s name. 

Mr, White of Furlong & White said that 
Mr. Friedman contracted for 100 wheels at 
$48 a piece, with the Everett Cycle Com- 
pany. He received fifty-six wheels, and has 
not paid for them. Another lawyer, with 
a claim of $500 from a Boston bicycle manu- 
— called at the Sheriff's office yes- 
erday. 


DR. EVERITT’S VERDICT FOR $2,500, 





He Sued Dr. James Wilkinson for 


$25,000 for Libel. 


In a libel suit brought by Dr. John R. 
Everitt of Jersey City against Dr. James 
Wilkinson, a jury at a late hour Monday 
night awarded Dr. Everitt $2,500. He asked 
for $25,000. The trial lasted five days. The 
libel consisted of an anonymous letter sent 
to a druggist named Louis Wright. The 
writer accused Dr. Everitt of being a 


drunkard, and alleged that he had killed 
several patients. 

Druggist Wright sent the letter to Dr. 
Everitt, who accused Dr. Wilkinson of 
writing it. This contention was estab- 
lished to the. satisfaction of the jury by 
several experts in penmanship. The. de- 
fense was a general denial, and that Dr, 
Wilkinson was insane. This was met by 
evidence to show that Dr. Wilkinson had 
attended patients for some time after Drug- 
gist Wright received the !etter. 

Judge Lippincott said in his charge that 
the insanity of the defendant did not shield 
him from responsibility; but might be taken 
in mitigation of damages if the jury be- 
lieved that Dr. Wilkinson wrote the letter. 
The jury found for Dr. Everitt on all the 
points involved. 





WORK OF THE KEROSENE LAMP. 


Seven Chinese Killed in San Francis- 
co—Two Women Perish. 


San Francisco, July 14.—The explosion 
of an oil lamp last night set fire to the 
shoe shop of Wo Lung Chang, 721 Jackson 
Street, and before the flames were con- 
trolled a butcher’s shop and general store 
adjoining were gutted. 

The upper stories of the buildings were 
occupied as tenements. A family of seven 
Chinese living above the shoe shop are 
missing, and, it is believed, they have per- 
ished in the flames. The property loss is 
estimated at $25,000. 

BALTIMORE, Md., July 14.—Mrs. Lucretia 
Woolford, aged sixty-four, and her sister, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Schlemaker, sixty-six years 
o!d, were so baaiy burned last mght at 
their home, 1,210 Riverside Avenue, that 
they died this morning. The old ladies 
were about to retire for the night. A small 
kerosene lamp, which the elder woman 
carried, fell from her hand and exploded. 
The blazing fluid ignited their clothing, and 
when neighbors succeeded in extinguishing 
the flames both women were burned almost 
beyond recognition,

ALLEN STREET, 


His Father and Mother Had Taken 


Him to the Roof to Sleep, as Their 
Apartment in the Tenement Was 
Unbearable Because of the Ex- 
treme Heat—While Playing He 
Went Over the Coping to the 
Yard Below. 


Little three-year-old Max Lehman, the 
only son of Hymin Lehman, who lives in 
the six-story tenement at 26 Allen Street, 
fell off the roof in the early morning hours 
yesterday and was horribly mutilated. It 


was a miracle that the life of the little lad 
was not crushed out at once, but he lived 
until afternoon, and then died in a hospital. 

The heat during the last few days has 
been so great that the families in the tene- 
ment districts have been obliged to sleep 
on the roofs of the houses so as to get some 
fresh air. 

All the families in 26 Allen Street, and 
there are twelve of them, slept on the roof 
Monday night. The Lehmans live on the fifth 
floor of the tenement. The family con- 
sisted of Hyman Lehman, the father; Re- 
becca, the mother, and little Max, the idol 
of both. 

The Lehmanys’ baby died a short time ago, 
and Mrs. Lehman since that time has been 
caring for the child of a neighbor. Little 
Max was devotedly attached to his foster 
brother, and used constantly to play with 
him. 

The roof of 26 Allen Street is unprotect- 
ed save for a coping about one and a half 
feet in height. The Lehman family slept 
all through the night, but toward morning 
little Max began to get restless. 

His father went down stairs to get him 
a piece of pie to keep him quiet. On his 
return he gave Max the pie, and the little 
fellow ran about the roof eating it in great 
glee. In the meantime the other baby 
began to grow restless, and Mr. Lehman 


took it from his wife and walked about the ~ 


roof endeavoring to soothe it. 

It was then about 7 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, and the various families were prepar- 
ing to go to their apartments and to their 
labors. Mr. Lehman continued to walk up 
and down the roof, not paying any atten- 
tion to little Max, who was playing about. 

A few moments later the father was sud- 
denly startled by a piercing shriek from 
below. He looked about and shouted for 
Max, but there was no sign of the boy. 

Then he looked over the roof in the di- 
rection of the shrieks, and saw a man in 
the yard below holding up the bleeding 
body of his son. The father yelled in ag- 
ony, and woke up his wife, who was sleep- 
ing. 

Then the neighbors joined In the scream- 
ing, and pandemonium broke loose. The 
unhappy father and mother dashed reck- 
lessly down stairs crying aloud. 

In the meantime the boy had been taken 
to 4a neighboring drug store. His face was 
badly disfigured and his little golden curls 
were 21] covered with biood. He moaned 
piteously in his pain, and the father and 
mother wept in a heartbreaking manner. 

An ambulance was summoned from Gou- 
verneur Hospital, and Surgeon O’Mara 
bound the wounds of little Max as expedi- 
tiously as possible. He was taken to Gou- 
verneur Hospital, where the surgeons shook 
their heads as they examined him. It was 
found that little Max was suffering from 
a fracture at the base of the skull, and that 
his thigh was also fractured. 

The mother yesterday went to the roof 
many times and looked down into the yard 
below, into which her little darling had 
fallen. She. was hysterical all -the day, 
and did not. stop weeping. 

Hyman Lehman is a cloakmaker, but for 
the last six weeks has been out of work, 
owing. to the dullness in the trade. The 
family come from Russia, and aYre good 
specimens of the better class of Russian 
peasants. Their little home is scrupulously 
neat, and there is none of the squalor and 
dirt about it such as are usually associated 
with tenement life on the east side. 

The neighbors all speak in the highest 
terms of.the Lehman family, and their 
misfortune awakened the sympathy of the 
neighborhcod. 

The officials at Gouverneur Hospital 
would not permit the mother to visit the 
child in the early part of the day, as they 
feared that she would break down at the 
sight of her little one. 


Dropped from a Fire Escape. 

John McGrath, four years old, living with 
his parents on the second floor of 221 East 
One Hundredth Street, was playing on the 
fire-escape in front of the kitchen window 
at his home at 7:30 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and fell over the railing into the yard, 
a distance of twenty feet. He sustained a 
fracture of the skull, and was taken to the 
Harlem Hospital. 


Fell from Third-Story Window. 
George Lawmers, four years old, while 
playing at his home, 430 West Thirty-sixth 
Street, yesterday, lost his balance and fell 


out of the third-story window to the pave- 
ment. He struck on his head, sustaining 
contusions of the scalp and concussion of 
the brain, The child was removed to Belle- 
vue Hospital in a critical condition.

It was a red-letter day in the Tombs 
Prison yesterday. For an hour or more in 
the afternoon the old walls echoed with 
witty stories, negro melodies, and snatches 
from popular songs. In short, a vaudeville 
entertainment was given on the bridge in 
the old prison by professionals. 

The idea was Warden Van De Carr’s, who 
suggested it to Commissioner Wright. The 
Commissioner said: ‘‘Go ahead,’’ and yes- 
terday’s entertainment was the result. The 
performers were all friends of the Warden 
and Chief Clerk Kelly, and volunteered their 
services. 

The Warden, Commissioner of Correction 
Wright, Deputy Warden O’Shea, Night 
Warden Middleton, Chief Clerk Kelly, and 
Henry C. Robinson, George A. Blampey, and 
Charles Meritt entered the prison at 2:30, 
followed by the variety folk. The 500 pris- 
oners were locked in their cells, where they 
could hear plainly, but could not see. 

Messenger O’Connor mounted the 
** bridge,” which occupies a central. posi- 
tion in the old prison, and said: ‘*‘ Gentle- 
men of the Tombs Prison: In view of your 
exemplary conduct during Warden Van De 
Carr’s administration, he has felt it incum- 
bent upon him to provide some sort of an 
entertainment to help you to while away 
one of these long, hot afternoons, and for- 
get for the time being that there is any- 
thing in the world but happiness.” 

Mr. O’Connor then introduced “ Billy ” 
Payne, who played several selections on the 
banjo and told a number of stories, in all 
of which either a Judge, jury, or prison fig- 
ured. The stories and Mr. Payne’s singing 
of ‘‘A Skinny Little Nigger’’ caught the 
unseen auditors, who applauded vocifer- 
ously. 

Next came Harry Wright and Smith 
O’Brien. They sang a number of songs, and 
clesed with the new popular ballad, “ Lit- 
tle Rosie-Posie,” the 500 prisoners joining 
in the chorus. 

Then came little Miss Lillie Mills, who 
sang a number of negro melodies. She 
quickly won the approval of the imprisoned 
audience. 

Messenger O’Connor announced that War- 
den Van De Carr and Night Warden Mid- 
dleton would sing a duet. As the Warden 
came forward the prisoners cheered him. 
The Warden has a deep, rich, bass voice, 
which blended with Col. Middleton’s tenor. 
They sang ‘“ Larboard Watch.”

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MORE HOUSES CONDEMNED 





FORTY-TWO REAR TENEMENTS 
THAT MAY BE REMOVED. 


Families Crowded Together and Some 
of the Places Described as Ill 
Smelling and Not Adapted for 
Dwellings—In Four Rear Build- 
ings in Cherry Street Seven Hun- 
dred Persons Are Harbored—The 
Action by the Board of Health. 


The Board of Health yesterday condemned 
forty-two additional rear tenement houses 
under the Gilder law, which will require 
them to be torn down, unless the owners, 


who are fighting the matter out in the 
courts, can prevent it. . 

The housés are situated as follows: Sulli- 
var Street, No. 17; Spring Street, No. 187; 
Thompson Street, No. 89, 58, 68, 70, 72, 74. 
105, 107, and 109; West Street, No. 19; 
Greenwich Street, No. 101. 103, and 156; 
Washington Street, No. 105, 107; West 
Broadway, No. 327, 329, 350, 352, and 354; 
Mulberry Street, No. 109, 119, and 121; 
Baxter Street, No. 119 and 121; Mott Street, 
No. 134, 136, and 138; Roosevelt Street, 
No. 14, 16, and 8&1; Cherry Street, No. 
32, 34, 36, and 38; Sheriff Street, No. 86 and 
88; Columbia Street, No. 83, 85, and 87. 

In 36 and 388 Cherry Street, originally 
one building, but divided later by a lathed 
and plastered partition, there now live 472 
persons. The building consists of four 
floors, with twenty-four apartments of two 
rooms each on each floor. 

“The halls and apartments are foul smell- 
ing,’’ says the report to the board by In- 
spectors Hurd and Naughton, “ particularly 
in the houses facing a double alley. The 
air is dense with foul air from the sewer 
under the alley pavement. The cellars are 
damp ard permeated with sewer air.’ 

The next most numerously populated rear 
tenement is 34 Cherry Street, where there 
are 123 persons, and then comes 32 Cherry 
Street, with 107. This makes a total of 
702 persons in the four rear Cherry Street 
tenements. 

There are 56 persons 
ment 187 Spring Street. 
so badly crowded. Very 
reaches the apartments 
buildings. 

_ The rear tenement at 81 Roosevelt Street 
is described as long and narrow, and get- 
ting all its light and air from a four-foot 
alleyway. The rooms are dark and damp. 
The house is old and in bad condition, the 
ceiling is low, and the roof leaks. There 
are no separate closet accommodations, and 
all slops are thrown in the sinks. 

many houses the little windows lead- 
into the hallways,.of the rear tene- 
merits for the purpose of affording venti- 
lation have been nailed up by those occus- 
pying the houses. 

Vithin the next two weeks the board 
will have all the 1,700 persons who occupy 
these forty-two rear tenements out, and 
then the Supreme Court will appoint a 
commission to appraise their value, so that 
they can be destroyed.

ONEASINESS OVER POLITICS AND 
THE TREASURY RESERVE. 


London Buying Still a Feature, but 
Liquidation for the Home Account 
Offsets Its Influence—The Gold Re- 
serve Down to $98,420,635—Talk 
ef Further Exports—Sensational 
Breaks in Cotton Oil Preferred 
and Leather Preferred. 


TuEspDAay, P. M. 
While London bought a few stocks to- 
day, there was pretty free selling on home 
orders. Many of the latter came from the 
West and were considered liquidation. The 
short account was also considerably in- 


creased. The depressing factors in the sit- 
uation were the uncertainties of the politi- 
cal situation and the speedy decrease in 
the Treasury’s surplus gold, which at the 
opening of business to-day had fallen to 
$98,420,635. 

Strength on the foreign exchange mar- 
kets gave rise to rumors of impending large 
exports of gold before the close of the week. 
Foreign bankers, howeve:, were non-com- 
mittal when asked as to the correctness 
of the rumors, and for this reason traders 
were rather inclined to believe that the 
shipments would be fairly large. Time 
money shows a hardening tendency and 
should rates advance slightly gold ship- 
ments would be less likely. The large ma- 
jority of board room traders are pessimistic 
in their views, and sentiment being so 
unanimously bearish, if precedent counts, 
an up-turn in the market should not be 
far away. 

Cotton Oil preferred and Leather pre- 
ferred scored rather sensational breaks. 
The former on a few hundred shares drop- 
ped 5% points, to 42. The condition of 
the trade is very unsettled, sales of the 
product being made at prices below the cost 
of production. Leather preferred broke to 
50, but closed at 51%. a net loss of 4% 
points. The weakness was attributed to 
forced liquidation, severai loans with the 
stock as collateral having been called. The 


decline, however, was accelerated by a 
rominent bear operator, who probably 
new that there were stop orders in the 

stock. Sugar showed considerable resist- 
ance until the last hour, when it declined 
to 106%, but rallied and closed at 107%, a 
net loss of 1% points. Tobacco at one time 
sold below 60, bui closed at 60%, a net loss 
of 1% points. Chicago Gas touched its 
lowest price of the year, 56%. The other 
industrials were also heavy. 

The losses of the day were not confined to 
the industrials. Jersey Central was unus- 
ually active and at the end was 3 points 
lower than yesterday. Northwestern closed 
at 97, a loss of 1%, while Rock Island lost 
14%, to 60%, and Burlington 1%, to 70%. St. 
Paul was sustained by

Nashville suffered less relatively than oth- 
ers for the same reason, its loss being only 
%. Southern preferred declined 1% points. 
The trading for the dav was fairly active, 
the transactions amounting to about 225,- 
000 shares.

WESTERN PASSENGER AGENTS IN 
NEW-YORK TO CONFER. 


The Delegation Called on Commission- 
er Blanchard Yesterday and Will 
Meet the Trunk Line Passenger 
Committee To-day—Various Mat- 
ters About Which the Eastern and 
Western Lines Disagree—Notes of 


Various Interests. 


Commissioner Blanchard of the Joint Traf- 
fic Association received an influential dele- 
gation from the Western Passenger Asso- 
ciation yesterday and discussed various 
matters about which the Eastern and the 


Western lines differ. The principal differ- 
ence. related to east-bound passenger busi- 
ness out of St. Paul and Minneapolis. There 
is a divided opinion as to the allowance of 
a two-dollar differential to the ‘* Soo ”’ line. 
Some of the roads think that that differ- 
ential should be modified. No conclusion 
was reached yesterday. 

The Western men will meet the ‘Trunk 
Line Passenger Committee, of which L. P. 
Farmer is Chairman, to-day. Two impor- 
tant questions will be considered. First, the 
allowance by the Trunk Line Joint Commit- 
tee of commissions on immigrant business 
to the Southern Pacific Railroad. The 
Western lines, which deal directly with 
three immigrant agents here, object to the 
payment of any commissions to the South- 
ern Pacific, and they will seek to have a 
change made in the existing arrangement. 

The second matter of importance to be 
taken up to-day is the Canadian Pacific dif- 
ferential which is allowed on west-bound 
passenger business via its Port Arthur 
route. This differential ranges from $7.50 
be $10.50. Naturally, the Canadian Pacific 

fall’ want to have the differential offi- 
Pal recognized by all of the Eastern and 
Western lines. Some of the lines want the 
allowance reduced, while other lines are op- 
posed to it altogether.

: Detroit Street Railway Sale. 


DETROIT, July 14.—Henry A. Everett, Gen- 
eral Manager of’ the Detroit Railway, was 
asked to-day about the report that the De- 
troit Railway is on the point of being sold 
to R. T. Wilson, owner of the Citizens’ 
Street Railway Company. 

Mr. Everett said it was true that nego- 
tiations had been pénding several months 


for the deal and are now in a fair way of 
being consummated, He acknowledged that 
he was going to see R. T. Wilson to-morrow 
in New-York on business connected with 
the proposed sale of stock, as well as on 
matters relating to the bonds; and it was 
probable that a transfer of the controlling 
interest in the Detroit Railway to Mr. Wil- 
son would be effected this week. 

An afternoon newspaper says that when 
the consolidation of the Detroit Railway 
and Citizens’ Street Rauway Company is 
effected, Albert Pack, now President 
of the Detroit Railway, will be the Presi- 
dent of the new system. ‘‘Tom”’ L. John- 
son, President of the Citizens’ Company, 
will retain only a place on the Board of 
Directors. J. C. Hutchins, Treasurer of 
the Citizens’ Company, will continue in that 
office with the consolidated roads. 


Northern Pacific Affairs, 
Cutcaeo, July 14.—The Northern Pacific 
receivers in Seattle, Washington, were 
awarded judgment by default yesterday 
against the Seattle, Lake Shore and East- 
ern for $1,258,690. The claim was based on 


services rendered, money advanced, and 
losses incurred in running the Lake Shore 
Road, for which, it was alleged, .the Lake 
Shore agreed to pav. 

In the Federal Court, Judge Hanford 
made an order dismissing Oakes, Rouse, and 
Payne, the old receivers of the Northern 
Pacific, excusing them and their sureties 
from further liability and wiping out the 
charges against them for contempt of court. 


Manhattan Directors Do Nothing 


A brief meeting of the Directors of the 
Manhattan Railway Company was held 
yesterday, but only a few routine matters 


were considered. Russell Sage is authority 
for the statement that the question of pro- 
viding special facilities for carrying bicy- 
cles was not taken up.

—Foreclosure sale of the South Side Ele- 
vated Railroad, otherwise known as the Alley 
‘““L,’’ will take place on Wednesday, Sept. 16, at 
10 A. M., in Chicago. It is ordered under a de- 
eree of Judge Hanecy. This sale will place the 
owners of the road in a position for immediate 
action as to a change of motive power and con- 
sideration of plans for extension and terminals. 


—Articles of incorporation have been is- 
sued to the Port Chester Street Railway Com- 
pany, with a capital of $100,000, to build and 
operate a three-mile surface railroad. * Directors 
include Charles H. Cumming, William J. Clark, 
Winthrop G. Bushnell, Elmer T. Gilbert, and 
Charles E. Easterbrook. 

—A special meeting of the stockholders 
of the New-York and Harlem Railroad will be 
held in the Grand Central Station to-day for the 
purpose of ratifying the lease of the Fourth and 
Madison Avenue surface railroad to the Metro- 
politan Traction Company, for 999 years.

for $98,020—Neighborhood Owners 
Among the Most Active Bidders 
for Syndicate Property—Prices at 
Other Sales. 


Messrs. James L. Wells and Charles A. 
Berrian offered at auction yesterday. in the 
Trinity Building Salesroom for the North- 
ern Improvement Company, known Jocally 
as the Becker syndicate, 124 lots in the 
neighborhood of the One Hundred and 


Kighty-third Street station of the Harlem 
Railroad. The sale drew a large attend- 
ance, including quite a number of men and 
women residing in that part of the city. 
Chairs were provided in the salesroom, and 
everybody prepared for a long session. 
Those who came out were intent on bar- 
gains, a purpose evidently nowise lessened 
by the comfort assured them of sitting 
through the sale. 

Mr. Wells conducted the sale with much 
patience and pertinacity. At first, the 
harder he worked the more deliberately 
those in front-of him fanned themselves.
